refpefting American affairs, which, 
the titles being read, appeared to be, 
1. A letter of general initrugtions from 
Lord Dartmouth to General Gage, 
dated April g, an his appointment to the 
government of the province of Mafia- 
choffetts-Bay. In this Jeiter, his Lord- 
fhip tells the General, that, if contrary 
to expectation, an oppofitiun fhould be 
made to the carrying the law into exe- 
cution, it was hoped, that his authori- 
ty, as fir magiftrate, combined with 
his command over the King’s troops, 
would enable him fully to purfue the 
public peace, by employing thofe troops 
to effec, fhould the madnefs of the peo- 
ple on the one hand, or the timidity of 
the peace-officers on the other, make 
it neceffary to have recourfe to their 
affitance. ; 

2. A minute of the hoard of trea. 
fury, dated March 31, on taking into 
confideration the a& for difcontinuing 
the landing and difcharging, lading 
and thipping, of goods in the port of 
Bofton ; which minute being intended 
for the information of the Lords of 
Admiralty, and Lord Dartmouth, 
they were dire&ted to let the Commif- 
fioner’s of the faid port know, tha’, after 
the 1 of June, no.officers of the cuf- 
toms whatever be fuffered to refide 
within the town or harbour of Bof- 
ton; that al] the officers might depend 
upon fupport and protection in the exe- 
cution of their refpective employments; 






and that, if any officer of the cuftoms 
fhould require to be taken on board any 
of his Majefly’s thip of war, the Lords 
of Admiralty are dire&ed to take care 
that fuch requifition be duly complied 
with. 

3. A letter from General Gage on 
his arrival at Bofton, dated May 19, 
1774, in which he acquaints Ld. Dart- 
mouth, that the aé for fhutting up the 
port had got there before him. ; thata 
town-meeting had been lield, and that 
a non-impartation agreement had there 
been refolved upon. 

4. Another letter from Gen. Gage, 
May 31, acquainting Ld. Dartmouth, 
that ne detign had then appeared of 
oppoting the execution of the a&; but 
that many were impatient for the ar- 
rival of the troops. 

/ g. A letter from Ld, Dartmouth to 


’ Gen. Gage, dated June 3, accompanied 


with two atts, one for the better regula- 
tion of the government of the province; 
the other for the more impartial admi- 
niftration of juftice there ; a third, for 
making more effeiual previfion far. 
quartering his Majefty’s troops, his 
Lordhhip tells the Governor, lies ready 
for the royal affent; and thefe, he 
adds, * clofe the confideration of what 
relates to the flate of your government. 
To whatever extravagances, concludes 
his Lordfhip, the people may be driven, 
or whatever violences may be comnit- 
ted, muft be refifted with firmne({s ; the 
conftitutional authority of this king- 
dom over its Colonies, muft be vindi- 
cated, and its laws obeyed throughout 
the whole empire.” 

6. A letter from Gen. Gage, dated 
Salem, 26th of June, acquainting Lord 
Dartmouth of the meeting of the Ge- 
neral Affembly there, of their pa‘ing 
feveral private bills, and of a commit- 
tee locking themfelvce up under pree 
tence of being upon mo terate and con~ 
ciliatory meafies; but that their real 
proceedings getting abroad he that fent 
his Secretary to diffolved them. * They

would not admijt him, fays the Gene- 
yal, and he was obliged to do ir by pro- 


clamation on the outfide of the dogr.”” - 


¢* The contrivers of all the mifchicf, he 
adds, ate now fpiriting up the people 
ta refiftance ;* but he ¢€ trofts, bow- 
ever prone their inclinations may be to 
fo wicked a projeét, they wili want the 
power to effect it.” 

7. A letter from General Gage, 
dated Salem, sth July, acquaints his 
Lordthip with the rcfulution of the bet- 
ter fort of peopie at a town meeting at 
Botton, to make a puth to pay for the 
tea, and annihilate the committee af 
correfpondence, but withouc luccels ; 
that they were outvoted, and that a pa- 

er called A Solemn League and Cuve- 
nant had been iffued, the i!! cfeéts of 
which he had endeavoured to fupprets 
by a proclamation agaibft all riotous 
diforders and feditious pragtices (lee 
Vol. XLIV. p. 384). Your Lorathip, 
(fays the General) is acquainted with 
tie ufurpation and tyranny eftablified 
here by edi&ts of town- meetings, en- 
forced by mobs; by affuming the fole 
ufe and power of the prefs, and influ- 
encing the pulpits; by nommating and 
intimidating juries, and, in fomeé in- 
ftances, threatening the Judges ; and 
this ufurpation has by time acquired a 
firmne(s that I fear is not to be annihi- 
lated by ordinary methods. He adds, 
in the fame breath, the terrors of mobs 
are over, and the prefs is becoming 
free. 

8. A letter from the Governor, 
dated Bofton, July 20, Mating the great 
object there to be to perfuade the other 
Colonies to make the cau'e of Boflon 
the common caufe of America; they 
rely, fays his Excellency, to obiain 
their ends, if their demands are not fa- 
tisfied, by an union of the Colonies, a 
yon-impotiton, the affittance of their 
friends in England, and a gencral cia- 
mour of the merchants and manufac- 
turcrs. 

A letter from his Excellency, 
dated Salem, 27th of July, exprefics an 
appichenfion of oppotition tu the a& 
for the better goverament of the pro: 
vince ; but, fays he, whavever that op- 
pofition is, E will do my bef to defeat 
st. 

190. Fhe Governor's next letter is 
@ated Salem, 27th of Auguit, acknow- 
Jedging the receipt of Ld. Dastmouth’s 
Jetter of the 34 of June, and of the two 
2éts of Pa:lament accompanying it} 
both of which had been previoully pub- 
bfmedst Belton, and people had had isi 
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fure to confider means to elude thene, 
in doing of which, fiys the Governor, 
they .are very expert. At a town- 
meeting held at Botton, in July, in cr- 
der to avoid calling a meeting after- 
wards, they adjourned themfelves ta 
the gth of Augufl, and on that day 
aJjourned again to tome day in O&o- 
ber. When the aéts arrived, and the 
Sele men were called together by or- 
der of the Governor, to hear the claufe 
refpecting town meetings read, and ta 
requiie obedience to ii, they replied, 
they had called no meet.ng, that a for- 
mer meeting Kad only adjourned them- 
{celves. No time, ads the Governor, 
was loft in forming the new council, 
and taking their opinion upon the af- 
fair of the adjoufnments 3 but though 
fome were cleay, that the clauie was 
thereby evaded, yet nea:ly the whole 
were unwilling to debate upon it. He 
conctudes, that popular fury was never 
greater than at prefent in the province 
of Maflachufletts-Bay. They chicane, 
elude, openly violate, or paffively refit 
the laws, as opportunity ferves ; and 
oppofition to authority is of fo lon 
ftanding, that it is become habitual. 

13. A letter from the Governor, 
dated Sept. 2, informs Ld. Dartmouth, 
that feveral of the new counfellors had 
fled their houfes, others refigned, and 
fome had been mal-treated ; that civil 
government was nearly at an end, the 
courts of juflice expiring one after ano- 
ther ; that the fuperior court had met, 
but could neither get grand nor petit 
jery to act; that he meant to fecure all 
ie could by degrees, and to avoid the 
bloody crifis as long as p ffible; that 
a very refpectful force would be nécef- 
fary to take the fields for that nothing 
that can be faid can palliate ; concili- 
ating, moderation, reafoning is over ; 
noihing can be done but by forcible 
means. ' 

12. A, letter from the Governor, 
dared Sept. 3, giving an account of the 
fnare which Lieut. Gov. Oiiver and 
Mr. Sherif Phipps had fatlen into, by 
trufting to the promifes of the infur- 
gents at Cambridge ; and that both of 
them had heen obtiged.to ign a paper 
distated by the people. 

13. The Governor’s next letter is 
dated Sept. 20, inclofing letters and 
papers relating to the proceedings of 
the diflant counties, and to their refo- 
lutions not to obey the late acts of Par- 
liament, nor allow of any officer ating 
under them. In this letter, the Go- 
vernor ac juaints Lord Dartmouth with 

the 
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the report of the people's fixing a plan 
oF government Of their own ; and of 
their exerc:fing themfc!ves in arms, and 
peiting magazines of arms, ammnuni- 
tion, ard artillery, wherever they can 
procure thm, good or bad. ¢¢ The 
commiffioners of the cufloms have 
thought it no longer (fe to remain at 
Salem, confidering the piefent diltiac, 
ted ftate of every pirt of the provin-e, 
and are amongft others obliged to come 
“into the town [Bolton], where, adds 
the Governor, I ain ob:iged now to re- 
fide on many accounts.” 

14, A letter. from Gen. Gage, dat- 
ed Bolton, 25th of Sept. inclofing the 
meff ges and addrefles of the felcé 
men, rela ive to the works on Bofton- 
Neck, of which an ampie account has 
already been given in Vol. XLIV. 
This le iter concludes w th the fe remark 
able words: ‘* This province is fup, 
ported and abetted by others beyond 
the conceptions of moft people, and 
forefeen by none. “The difzafe was be- 
‘Jieved to have been confined to Bofton, 
from whence it might cafi v have been 
‘eradicated ; but now it is fo univerfal, 
there is no knowing whire to apply a 
remedy.” 

15. The Governor’s letter of the 3d 
‘of Oober, inclofing fome refolves of 
the Congrefs then fitting at Philadel- 
phia, and informing his Lordhh’p of the 
refuial of the workmen at Bofton to af- 
“fift in ere€ting works for theitering the 
King’s troops in the winter; and of 
‘Tris Excellency’s refulution not to meet 
the General Aflembly at the time the 
members were fummoned to fit. 


16. The Governor's ktter of the 


r7th of Oober,. with feveral inclo- 
fures, particularly 1e:nonftcsnces of the 
county of Worcelter againft the works 
at Boflon-Neck, which the Governor 
‘believes have obftructed fome perni- 
cious proj &s the people had in view, 
and for tnat reafon he was determined 
to I:ften to no applications for their de~ 
molition. In thefe contefis, he fays, 
moderation and forbearance have been 
put to the telt, part of their fyttem be- 
ing to pick a quarrel with the troops; 
for which reafon he had been the more 
cautious to give no pretence for it; fo 
that all the misfortuses that might 
happen thould be of their own feecing. 
Their provocations were great, by 
burning the fiaw, and finking the 
hoats with bricks coming for the ufe of 
the troops, and by overturning their 
wood caus. At the Provincial Con- 
grefs at Concord, the Governor fays, 


it was reported th:t fome had moved to 
attack the King’s troops ; others to va- 
Jue the eftates at Botton, and {et fire to 


-the town ; and others to invite the in- 


inhabitants into the country; but all 
thefe extravagances were over-ruled. 

17,18. Letters as above, of O&, 30, 
and Nov. 23 the former relates to a 
report propaga‘ed, that the Provincial 
Congrefs were for embodying about 
15,000 men, and appointing four per- 
fons to command them. ‘The latter 
concludes in théfe words: ‘* The pro- 
viace is without cou: ts of jultice or fe- 
gifllature; the whole country in a fer- 
ment; many prrts of it, E may fy, 
atually in arms, and ready to anise. 
Letters from other provinces tell us, 
they are violent every where, and that 
no decency is obferved in any place 
but New York, Great Britain ‘had 
never more occafron. for wifdom, firms 
nefs, and magnanimity.” 

19. The Governor's letter of the 
rsth of November, inclofing his pro- 
clamation againft the proceedings of 
the Provincial Congrefs, of which no- 
tice has already been taken in our laf 
Volume. 

zo. The Governor's letter of the 
1sth of December, inclofing a printet 
extract of a letter, faid to be written by 
a gentleman remarkable for his carre- 
fpordence with that country. More 
of the fame tenor, the ‘Governor fays, 
has been written, particuiaily one in 
September, wherein he extoils their wils 
dom in procuring a General Congrefs, 
and difappointing the views of Admi- 
niftration to divide the Colonies ; and 
recommends union, and the moft vi- 
gorous proceedings, as the fureft means 
to overcome the mother country. Te 
is faid, that they certainly mean here 
to try to ufurp the -government at the 
next meeting of the Congiefs ; and, it 
is added, to refume their firft charter. 

His Excellency’s laft letter, dated 
Botton, Dec. 26, inclotes two letters 
from Governor Wentworth, of New 
Hamphhire ; one giving an account of 
the furprize of Fort Wilitam and Mary, 
on the 14th of December, of which 
notice has already been takea; the 
other, of the attack of the fame fort the 
fame day, with fuch farther particulars 
as could be collected. ‘The Governor's 
letter alfo contained advice of a private 
Comm.ffary being appointed by the 
Congre(s to provide misitary ftores, whe 
was then actually employed in that fer- 
vice.——Here Gen, Gage’s correfpon- 
dence clofcs, 

The 
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The next papers that follow, are 
three feveral notices from the Board of 
Admiralty to the Earl of Dartmouth, 
relative to a letter from Captain Wal- 
lace to Vice-Admiral Greaves, dated 
Newport, in Rhode-Ifland, Dec. 12, 
in which the Captain writes, that the 
inhabitants (they fay of Providence), 
in his abfence, had fcized upon the 
King’s cannon on Fort-Ifland, confiit- 
ing of fix 24 pounders, eighteen 18 
pounders, fourteen 6 pourders, and fix 
4 pounders, and had conveyed them to 
Providence ; that he had waited upon 
the Governor, to enquire of him why 
fo extraordinary a ftep had been taken, 
who frankly anfwered, to prevent their 
falling into the hands of the Ixing, and 
to defend themfelves againft any power 
that fhould offer to moleft them ; that 
he farther queftioned the Governor, if 
in the. courfe of the King’s fervice he 
fhould atk affiftance, whether he might 
expe&t any from him? To which he 
seplied, that, as to himfelf, he had no 
sowie and, with refpeét to the other 

ranches of government, he had no- 
thing farther to expeét but oppofition 
and difficulty. So much from Go- 
yernor Wanton. 

A letter from Governor Wentworth 
of New Hamphhire, dared Tune 8, was 
next read, fetting forth his Excelleney's 
manceuvres to counteract the efforts of 
thofe that ftrive to lead the province 
into combination with the Maffchu 
fetts-Bay. 

Ip a fecend letter, Gov. Wentworth 
gives an account of the arrival there of 
the Grofvenor, from London, with 27 
chefts of tea on board, and of the pru- 
dent mealures purfued io the preferva- 
tion of the fhip and cargo, wiich was 
regularly entered at the cultom-houfe, 
the duty paid for the tea, and a clear. 
aace afterwards obtained, by which the 
thip was fuifered quietly to fail out of 
port on her- voyage to Halifax. 

A third letter haftily written, jut 
mentions the means ufed by his Excel- 
Jency to prevent the cho:ce of dele- 
gates to attend the general Amencan 
Congrefs at Philadelphia, 

In his fourth and fifth letters, his 
Excellency informs Lord Dartmouth, 
that, notwithilandivg his endeavours to 
the contrary, the people had chafen 
delegates, and raif-d money to (upport 
their expences at the general Congrels ; 
that the province, however, of which he 
was Governor, was more moderate 
then any other to the foothward; but 
that the inhabitants bad new almot 


univerfally difcontinued the ule of bo- 
hea tea, and he apprehended would 
wholly in three months more. 

“In his fixth letter, dated New Hamp- 
fhire, Sept. 13, Gov. Wentworth be- 
gins to change his ftyle. After recit- 
Ing the means ufed for the prefervation 
of a fecond fhip with tea, which differs 
in nothing from the firft, he concludes 
his letter to this purport: Notwith- 
ftanding this province fill continues 
more modetate than any other to the 
fouthward, yct truth requires me to 
fuggett, that the union of the Colonies 
is not divided or loft in New Hamp- 
fhire, though the laws have hitherto 
had their courfe. How long it may 
continue fo is impoffible to forefee. I 
confefs much good may not reafonably 
be counted upon, &c, 

His feventh letter realizes the appre- 
henfions in his fixth, and hints at many 
outrages committed in the inland 
towns. He tells: Lord Dartmouth, 
however, that Gen, Gage having de- 
fired him to furnith fome carpenters to 
prepare quarters for the troops in Bof- 
ton, the carpenters there rape. | withe 
drawn, and the fervice much diltrefled, 
he had fent him a party of able men, 
which had proved very uleful. He adds, 
that he had been fuccefsful in perfuad- 
ing foldiers, deferters from the troops 


at Botton, to vedurn to their duty. 


In his eighth and Jaft letter, laid be- 
fove the Houle, dated Dec. 2, Gover- 
nor Wetworth acknowledges, that the 
meafures recommended by the general 
Congrefs were received in New Hamp- 
fhire, and implicitly obeyed; that a 
provincial committee affembled at Ex- 
eter had ifued their mandate for that 
purpofe: and that a general obedience 
was paid to it throughout the province. 
Two letters, from Maj.-Gen, Hal- 
dimand, dated New York, May 155 
and June 1, were read; in the firft of 
which that officer acquaints Lord Dart- 
mouth with the fentiments of the peo- 

le there concerning the Bofton porte: 
bit, which, in general, were, that, 
now the pln of government’ was 
known, and vigorous meafures refol- 
ved upon, the people of Bofton would 
acknowledge their fault, pay for the 
tea, and endeavour to re-inflate them- 
felves in his Majefty’s favour by a pro- 
per fubmiffion. In the other, he ap- 
plauds the firmnefs of government, by 
which the few that were loyal and well- 
affected were encouraged to {peak their 
minds with freedom, and to difap- 
prove the cath proceedings of the'r 
countrymen 5 
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countrymen; by which their outrage- 
ous and illegal proceedings had, for 
the prefent, been defeated. He adds, 
however, his fears, that the fire is not 
quenched, but fmothered ; and that it 
will break out afreth, unlefs (ubfequent 
meafures fhould prove fufficient to ref+ 
tore harmony. 

Lieut.-Gov. Colden's letters from 
New York appear throughout to be 
very moderate and conciliatory. In 
his firft letter, dated May 4, he juit 
mentions the arrival of Capt. Lockyer, 
with the tea, long expected, and his 
return to London with it, without the 
leaft applicationn to government about 
either fhip or cargo; and touches 
fligitly on the violent proceedings a- 
gaintt a parcel of teaimported by Capt. 
Chambers, who had drawn the refent- 
ment of the people upon himfelf, by 
the duplicity of his conduét, having 
the laft voyage made a merit of refu- 
fing the tea [and in this endeavoured 
meanly to make advantage of import- 
ing it]. 

This gentleman's next letter bears 
date the rft of June, and takes notice 
of the arrival of the act of parliament 
for fhutting up the port of Bofton, be- 
fore the government’s difpatches .were 
received, and of its being publifhed in 
all the newfpapers, and the fubjeé& of 
every converfation, The clamour and 
oppofition expreffed againft it, chiefly 
by the lower clafs of people, was, 
however, he thought, not difpleafing 
to the more confiderable merchants 
and citizens, who, by no means, ap- 
prove of internal taxation by parlia- 
ment. He, moreover, apprizes Lod 
Dartmouth of the letters received from 
Botton, inviting the fifter-colonies to 
come to an immediate refolution to 
refrain from all commerce with Great 
Britain and the Weft Indies, till the 
bill was .repealed; and of a projeé& 
they had in view, to form a general 
congrefs, in “order jointly to petition 
the King for rediefs of grievances. 
It is allowed, fays he, by the intelli- 
gent among them, that (uch alfemblies 

‘are illegal, and may be dangerous, 
but they deny that they are unconfti- 
tutional, when a national grievance 
¢annot otherwife be rémoved. The 
government of this province has no cq- 
ercive power over thefe aflemblies of 
the people, ‘é&c. ' 

In his third letter; dated July 6, he 
acquaints Lord Dartmouth with the 
appointment of deputies to attend the 
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general congrefs; but, at the fame 
time, feems to think, that the political 
phrenzy had only taken poffeifion of 
New York, and repeats his fotiner af- 
{urances, that every other part of the 
province was perfectly quiet, and in 
good order. 

In his fourth letter, dated Aug. 2, 
this worthy governor opens his mind 
more fully. ‘ From a view,” fays he, 
‘* of the numerous relolves of the peo- 
ple in all the colonies, your Lordship 
might be led to think, that a (tupid 
fatai hardinefs intoxicated the wholes 
but there are every where many people 
who ate ferioufly alarmed at the criti» 
cal pofture of the contention between 
Great Britain and her colonies; they 
look forward with the deepeft anxiety, 
and would rejoice in any prudent plan 
for reltering harmony and fecurity. 
Could it be thought confittent with che 
wifdom of parliament, to lay afide the 
right of raifing money on the subjects 
in America, and, in lieu thereof, that 
the feveral American affemblies fhould 
grant and fecure to the crown a fufli- 
cient and permanent fupply,-to pay all 
the officers and ordinary expences of 
government, they are of opinion this 
would be a ground-work, upon which 
a happy reconciiiation might be effect- 
ed, the dependence of the colonies on 
Great Britain fecured, government 
maintained, and this deftructive con- 
teft amicably terminated.” ‘ 

In his fifth letter, of Sept 7, he fays, 
** Men now {peak and publith fcati- 
ments in favour of government, aud 
argue upon the political fubjects of the 
times, with much greater treedoin and 
fecurity than has been known for 
fome years pat. We have no more 
burning of effigies, or putting cut-throat 
papers under people’s doors. Seven 
counties of this province neither -ap- 
pointed delegates for -themielves, nec 
concurred in the choice made by tliis 
city.” 

In his fixth letter, of the sth of Oc- 
tober, his Excellency is full of opi- 
nion, that almaft the whole inhabi- 
tants in the counties of New York 
with for moderate meafures; ** they 
think,” fays he, “the difpute with 
Great Britain is. cartied far enowgh, 


and abhor the thoughts of pufhing it 


to defperate Jengths. In the city a 
large majority of the, people with that:a 
non impostation agreement may not be 
propefed, .I am certain the moft con- 
fiderable merchants difapprove « ‘it. 

ore 
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More papers are publifhed here in fa- 
vour of adminiftration, than in all the 
other culonies put together.” 

In his feventh letter, dared Nov. 2, 
he advifes, that about’ efghty <artificérs 
had accompanied Gen. Haldimand to 
Bofton, to work upon the barracks 
there ; and that-iren pors, and ftores 
for the troops, hac been (hipped, with- 
out the leaft attempt to prevent it. He 
continues to affu:e Lord Dartmcuh, 
that a great majority in the province 
are very far from approving the extras 
vagant and dangerous meafures of the 
New England governments ; that they 
abhor the thoughts of a civil war ; and 
that they defire nothing fo much as to 
have an end put to this unhappy aif- 
puie. ' 

In his eighth letter, of Dec. 7, he 
fets forth fome of the effects that have 
already attended the-tefolutions of the 
copgre!s. The now-importation affects 
the ‘nuegglers, as well as the fair tra- 
der.. Noteais to be imported from 
any part of the world, after a certaih 
@ay. The fmugglers expect large 
quantities of Dutch tea, and infifi that 
it thal] be exempted from the general 
prohibition; on the other hand, it is 
infifted, that the fair tracers fhall not 
be the onby fufferers.. This difputé, 
he thinks, will probably terminate in 
the ruin of the affociation. He ob- 
ferves, there are feveral gentlemen of 
property who-join with the committee 
whofe defign 1s to execute the plan of 
the affociation, at which he was fur- 
prized; but thefe he has fince difco- 
vered to take place, to keep out others 
of more violent principles, who, pro- 
bably, were they in truft, would throw 
the whole city into the moft ‘perilous 
fitvation. He concludes with deplo- 
ring the prefent unfortunate ftate of the 
colonies : ‘* If we are not refcued from 
it,” fays he, “* by the wiidom and 
firmne(s ‘of parliament, the colonies 
mutt foon fall into deftraGtion, and 
every calamity:annexed to a total an- 
nihitation of government.” 

His Excellency’s aft letter is dated 
at New York, Jan. 4, 1775, in which 
he tells Lord Dartmouth, that the 
meaiures purfued by the fouthern and 
eaftern provinces put the moderate and 
peaceable difpofition which prevails in 
New York to the trial. “* Enthufiafm, 
fays he, is ever contagious, and, when 
propagated by every artifice, becomes 
alnioit irre fiftibie.”” He adds, that the 
aflembly of the province meet on Tuef- 
day; if he finds the mayority for vie- 


lent meaiures, he purpofes to prorogué 
them, till tie plan of the new parlia- 
ment is known. Burt, at all events, 
he thinks it ptoper’ they fhouid ‘meet, 
lef an attempt thould be made to con- 
vene a provincial congréts, which 
might be of wor fe confequencé;—T his 
ends the corefpondence from Ned 
York. hig 

‘'Fwo letters from Gov. Franklyn; 
dared Burlington, in New Jerley, 
May 31, and June’ 28, were read, 
but contained nothing new nor in- 
terefting. 

‘Acletter from Dep.-Gev. Penn, of 

Penntylvania, cated Philade!phia, May 
the grit, acquaints Lord Darimopth, 
that the moment ‘the Bofton people 
new of the late a&t of parliament for 
fhutting up their port, they fent an 
expre(s, with intelligence thereof, to 
“thet city, with a profiolal to concur 
with them, in‘ putting a total ftop td 
commerce with Great Britain, till the 
faid. a& fhould be repeated} ‘that, on 
this occafion, a number of merchants, 
‘and others, had'met; but that the on- 
ly refolution they ‘had come to was, td 
prefer a petition for him to convene the 
affembly,, with which, hé affures’ Lord 
‘Dartmouthy he “fliall, ‘by no means, 
comply. y 

In a fecond leiter, dated July 12, 
he tells Lord Dartmowth, *that the pe- 
‘tition mentioned in bis firft ‘had beca 
prefented.; that,’ in at of his 
refufal to call’ the affembty, -a general 
meeting of the people was held, by 
which it appeared, that’ the temper cf 
the people here, as well as in cther 
patts of America, is warm. They 
Jook upon .be chaftiiement of Bolton to 
be purpofely rigorous, and held up by 
‘way of intimidation to all America ;, 
in fhort, that Bofton is fuffering in the 
common caufe. -Their delinquency is 
loft'in the attention given‘to what is 
here called the too fevere punifhment of 
flutting up the port, alterfng the con- 
-ftitution, and making an‘aét, as they 
term it, for ‘creening tbe officers and 
foldiers fhedding American blood. 

In his ‘third letter, ot the 3oth of 
July, heieforms Lord Dartmouth of a 
meeting of deputies, from all the coun- 

‘ties in the province, to conlider of the 
meafures to be taken in the prefent 
-exigency, as alfo of the refolutions of 
the aflemby thereupon ; ‘by which it 
‘may be remarked, that the fleps taken 
‘by the aflembly ave rather a check than 
‘an encouragement te the proceedwigs 
of the congrefi, 

ie 
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In his fourth fetter) dated Sept. 5, 
he takes notice of the meeting of the 
general congrefs, and, from the belt 
intelligence, does not hefitate to de- 
clare, that the refolution of oppofing 
the Bofton aéts, and the parliamentary 
power of raifing taxes in America, for 
the purpofe of a revenue, is, in a great 
meafure, univerfal throughout the co- 
lonies, and poffeffes all ranks and con- 
ditions of people. They perfuade 
themfelves there is a fettled defign to 
enflave America, and’ the aét for re- 
gulating the government of Canada is 
held up as an istefragable argument of 
that intention. ‘They are not, howe- 
ver, al! of a mind as to the mode of 
oppofition, and this, perhaps, may be 
the fource of divilions that will not be 
eafily reconciled, 

His fifth letter, dated O&t. 3, is on- 
ly an account from the newfpapers of 
the proceedings of the congrefs that was 
then fitting. 

His fixth, an account of its breaking 
up, with extraéts of the proceedings, 
as publithed by authority. 

he feventh, dated Nov. 4, con- 
tains only wifhes that the trantactions 
of the congre(s may not be viewed in 
fuch a light as to retard the union 
which good men anxioufly defire may 
fpeedily be eftablithed. 

The eighth, dated Dec. 6, relates 
chiefly to the eftablifhment of commit- 
tees, as recommended by the congre(s, 
to fee that the feveral refolutions are 
firiGtly carried into execution. 

His laft letter is of the 31ft of De- 
cember, and informs, that the aflembly 
of the province had met, and, to his 
very great furprize, had unanimoufly 
approved the tranfactions of the late 
congrefs, and had appointed deputies 
to attend another in May. : 

The next feries of letters laid before 
the parlianrent was from the Earl of 


Dunmore, Governor of Virginia; in. 


the firt of which, dated Williamfburgh, 
May 29, his Lordthip acquaints Lord 
Dartmouth with the reafons which had 
induced him to diffolve the general af- 


fembly, whofe refotutions could only’ 


tend ro inflame the whole country. 

In his fecond letter, dated June 6, 
he fpeaks of an exprefs from Bofton, 
encouraging the people to fhut up the 
sourts of juttice againft all Englith cre- 
ditors, and joining in a general affoci- 
ation to ftop all commerce with Great 
Britain, the confideration of which is 
referred to the firtt day of Auguit next; 
and, in the mean time, to prepare the 

Gixt. Mac. Feb. 1775. 
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minds of the people to receive their re- 
folutions with the greater folemnity, 
a day of public fafting and prayer has 
been proclaimed, and minifters ap- 
pointed to preach on that occafion. 
The Rev. Mr. Gwatkin, his Lord- 
fhip adds, excufed himfelf from that 
fervice. 

His Lordthip’s third letter inclofes 
the refolutions and inftructions of the 
delegates of the feveral counties in the 
province, of which an account has al- 
ready been given in Vol. XLIV. 

A letter from Dep.-Gov. Eden, 
dated Annapolis, in Maryland, Dec. 
3°, giving an account of the difpefi- 
tion of the people in that province, 
who, he firmly believes, will undergo 
any hardhhips fooner than acknowledge 
a right in the Britith parliament to in- 
ternal taxation, ‘* The fpirit of re- 
fiftance,” fays he, ‘* is:as univerfal 
here as ever, aod will prompt them to 
perfevere in their non-importation and 
non- exportation experiments, in fpite 
of every inconvenience they muft con. ° 
fequently be expofed to by the ruin of 
their trade.” 

Lieut.-Gov. Bull's letters were the 
next in fucceflion. The firft is dated 
from Charles-Town, in South Caro 
lina, June3r, and expreffes the hopes 
that his Excellency had entertained of 
the meafures taken by the Britith par- 
liament, for quieting the minds of the 
people in that province, and his fears 
that they have produced a contrary ef 
fe&t. The cores apprehenfions, 
confirmed by the refolutions of other 
coionies, have raifed, he fays, an uni- 
verfal fpirit of jealoufy againft Great 
Britain, and of unanimity towards each 
other, He adds, that the general 
claim is exemption from taxation, ex-— 
cept by their own reprefentatives, as 
co-effential with the Britifh and their 
own conttitution. They are alarmed 
at the confequence of an acquiefcence 
under taxation by the parliament, as 
they apprehend, that then all the va- 
riety of ways and means of railing mo- 
ney ia Great Britain will foon be put 
in praétice in America, and applied to 
purpofes not merely American, They 
are deaf to thofe who endeavour to 
ftate things in a different light. The 
general voice {peaks difcontent, and 
fometimes, in a tone of defpair, as de. 
termined to ftop all exports and im- 
ports to and from Great Britain, and 
even to filence the courts of law, fores 
feeing, but regardlefs of, the ruin that 
miuit attend themis!vea in that cafe;

- In. two other letters,-one dated Aug. 
3, the other Nov.-23, his Excellency 
fpeaks of the perfeverance, fecrecy, and 
unanimity, with which the malcontents 
conduct their affairs in the provinces ; 
that he had prorogued the general cowt 
of aflembiy, and that the difpofition of 
the province, in their~ political dif- 
— remained the fame as in-his 

rit, 

The other papers Iaid before the 
Houfe were letters from Sir James 
Whight. The firft, dated Savannah, 
in Georgia, Jyly a5, informs Lord 
Dartmouth, that there are, in that 
province, as well as every where elfe, 
malcontents, and violent Jiberty-peo- 
ple, for who'e. conduét he cannot be 
anfwerable. 

‘In the fecond, dated Aug. 33, he 
fays, the liberty- folks have had a 
meeting. 

In the third, dated Aug. 24, that 
every thing had been done that could 
be thought of to fruftrate their at- 
tempts 3 that the proclamation he had 
iffued againtt them was termed arbitra- 
ry and oppreflive, and an attempt to 
debar them of their natural and jawful 
rights and privileges. He conciudes 
this letter with oblerving, that, if thefe 
meetings are copfidcred as illegal and 
impioper, it will require the interpofi- 
tion of higher authority to remedy the 
evil ; for the executive powers of gas 
vernment in the colonies are too weak 
to re&tify fuch abufes, and profecutions 
would only be laughed at, and no grand 
jvry would find a bill. 

His Excellency’s fourth lester, of 
the 13th of Odtober, inclofes fome 
protetts and diffents of the well-affect- 
ed, in proof that the fenfe of the peo- 
ple of the province of Georgia is a- 
gaintt any violent refolutions, 

His lait letter is dated Dec. 13, in- 
forming, that,. after the return of the 
Carolina deputies from the continental 
congrefs, the people in his province had 
been in hot water ever fince. His on- 
ly confolation is, . they- cannot long 
continue fo.. 

A letter from Gov. Martin, dated 
Newburn, North’ Carolina, Sept 1, 
complaining of the total inability of 
government there to enforce even what 
cominon decorum required, and inclo- 
fing the refolutions of their provincial 


meeting, togethe? with a chatge of” 


one of the judges [the Hon. William 
Henry Drayton] to the grand jury, at 
the affize held ai Cambden, for Camb- 
den diftrigt, in that province, Nov, 5, 
This judge, after difpiaying Me inef- 
timable value of the Engiith ‘conftitu- 
tion, fo glorioufly pre-eminent aboye 
all other nations, exhorts his heaiers,in 
the moft folenin manner, to hold their 
civil liberties dearer to them than their 
lives; ‘and this,” fays he, ** is their 
diftinguifhing chara&iet : Englith peo- 
ple cannot be taxed, nay, they cannot 
be bound by any law, uniets by their 
confent, expreffed by thémielves, or by 
reprefentativés of their own election, 
This colony was’ planted ‘by Englith 
people, by a people from England hey. 
felf, a people who brought over with, 
them, who planted in this colony, and 
who tranfmitted to their. pofterity, the 
invaluable rights of Englifhmen, rights 
which no time, no contract, no climate 
can diminifh. ‘Thus poffeffed of fuch, 
rights, I charge you, by all thole ties 
which mankind hold moft dear and fa- 
cred, your reverence to your anceftors, 
your love to your own interelts, your 
tendernefs to your pofterity, by all the 
awful obligations f jak oath, I charge 
you to do your duty, to maintain tne, 
laws, the rights, the conftitution of, 
your country, even at the hazard ct 
your lives and fortunes.” 

In conlequence of this charge, the 
grand jury of the diftri& juft named 
prefenred, as a grievance of the mott, 
dangerous and alarming nature, the, 
power exercifed by pat.iament to tax 
and make laws to bind the American 
colonies, in all cafes what(oever ; and. 
judged it theirrindifpentfible duty thus 
publicly to declare, that they rather 
chufe to die freemen, than to live. 
flaves,* bound by laws in the foruija-, 
tion of which they have no. paiticipa- 
tion. 

From the above minutes of the A- 
merican correfpondence, our readers 
will be enabled to form a. judgment. 
of the temper and difpofition of the, 
feveral colonies, from the moft au- 
thentic information. From tome ftri-.- 
king peflages in the above letters, the, 
fentiments of the refpettive governors 
may likewife. be gathered; but we.

the threepence was remitted in Ame- 
rica; that the noble Lord had been re- 
queited and intreated by the Governor 
himfelf to remove the caufe of difpute, 
_and was foretold the confequence of 
perfevering in error: yet the noble 
Lord, to cover thefe faéts, and to juf- 
tify a meafure which is ready by its 
cdnfequences to cenvulfe the whole 
empire, would have it believed, that 
his cegard for the Eaft-India company 
had prevailed with him to adopt this 
rahh and foolith projeét, the moit re- 
piehenfible of all his political abfurdi- 
ties. To this ill-judged impofiion it 


ss, that the glut of tea in the Eaft-In- . 


dia company's warehoules was owing; 
to the contimuance of it that the great 
vent of the American market is fhut 
up ; and to the minifterial manceuvres 
that were made ufe of to make it go 
down, that the loffes the company has 
fince fyftained are juftly chargeable. 

The Houfe dividedon the amendment, 
397 for it, and againft it only 81. 

Mr. Burke aiked leave to prefent a 
petition from the wardens and com- 
monalty of the fociety of merchant-ad- 
venturers of the city of Briftol, which 
being granted, the fame was brought 
up and read, and, after a fhort debate, 
ecferred to the committee of the 27th. 

Mr. Cruger bad likewife a petition 
to prefent from the merchants, traders, 
manufa&turers and others of the city 
of Briftol, which was alfo brought up 
and read ; when Mr. Burke obterved, 
that this too would go to the fient 
committee, where all three he fuppofed 
would be left to fleep together.

Mr. Alderman Hayley prefented a 
fecond petition from the merchants of 
London, praying that no refolution 
refp:éting America may be taken by

ing this petition before the committee 
to whom the American papers were ree 
ferred, was by difcharging the order of 
reference of the former petition to the 
committee of the 27th, and bringing 
it. back to the committee of the 26th, 
Mr. Hayley therefore moved that the 
faid order be difcharged. This brought 
on a very warm debate, in which a 
great deal of perfonal altercation was 
introduced, and the principal {peakers 
warmed into very bitter invectives. 
Mr. Hayley began by reprefenting the 
mockery and infult offered to a reipec- 
table body of merchants by contemp- 
tuoufly reje&ting the informations of- 
fered on a meafure, the profecution of 
which threatened a moft dangerous ci- 
vil war. 

Mr. Burke faid, that the reafon 
given by thofe who fent the petitions 
to the Coventry committee was of a 
molt extraordinary and unheard-of 
nature ; it was, becaule the objects 
were different, one refpecting com- 
merce, the other policy; as if war 
could be carried on without the affif- 
tance of commerce, and commerce 
flourith unaffected by war, He la- 
mented the miferies of a civil war, 
the effects of which were already, in 
fome degree, anticipated by the pre- 
cipitate folly of an obftinate adminil- 
tration.--- Trade deftioyed--. the reve- 
nue impnverifhed---the poor ftarving: -

Mr. C. Fox pledged himfelf to join

Lord George Germaine took up the 
argument at large: juftified the acts 
os the late parliament; which being 
refifted, he faid, they wanted no far- 
ther information to proceed as they had 
begun, to compel the Americans to 
acknowledge the fupreme authority of 
the legiflature of Great Britain. He 
made a jong declamation on the dig- 
nity and fuperintending power of par- 
liament ; on the ~~ * of fuffering 
its authority to be called in queftion 
by any of the fubordinate members of 
the Britith empire. His Lordfhip ad- 
verted to the Declaratory A&, pro- 
fefling not to addrefs himielf to thofe 
who. denied our right of-taxing the A- 
mericans, but to thofe whe had ap- 
proved of that aé&: they, his Lord- 
fhip infiftted, were bound to. fupport 
the idea of fubduing America; the 
confeffion of the right implied the pro- 
priety and neceffity of exercifing it. 
His Lordhhip acknowledged, at the 
fame time, that, if the Americans 
humbly applied fer the repeal of the 
duty on tea, he thould give his vote

ueftion was put, Whether the Earl of 

artmouth fhall now be heard ? the 
Duke of Richmond rofe up and faid, 
That it was a moft flavith pofition to 
fay that any Lord in that Houfe thould 
have a preference of being heard be- 
fore the other, and that the preference 
fhould entirely be direGted by deter- 
mining which of the noble Lords was 
up firtt. Lord Mansfield replied, that 
he had always unde:ftood it was in 
the option of the chairman, in either 
Houte, (the Speaker ip the other, and 
the Loid-Keeper in this,) to fo far 
decide, as at leaft to put the queftion 
on which of the two perfons he pleated. 
To prove this, his Lordfhip adverted

Members rifing at the fame inftant to 
make motions of a dire& contrary ten- 
dency, Mr. Winnington, the Chair- 
man, pointed to one ef theim in pre- 
ference to the other, which gave birth 
to the witty obfervation of Mr. Pulte- 
mey, afterwards Earl of Bath, in the 
courfe of the debate, ‘* That the Chair- 
man had made the deadef point he ever 
faw in his life.” Lord Camden faid, 
it was to the la(t degree indecent to pre- 
fume what either of the noble Lords in- 


tended to move ; that they both came , 


equally recommended in point of pre- 


ference ; and that therefore the noble 
Lord, who in the judgment of the 
Houwfe thould appear to be up firit, 
thould be firft heard. Lord Gower in- 
fifted, that fuch a mode of proceeding 
was totally unufual and ‘wnparliamen- 
tary; that, very early in life, much 
about the period the noble and learned 
Lord alluded to, he remembered a cire 
cumftance which came direétly in point:. 
it was on an intended motion of the 
late Lord Halifax's, when the Lerd- 
Keeper decided againft him, that ano- 
ther noble Lord thould be firft heard. 
In all this hurry and confufion, how- 
ever, the true point on which the pie. 
ference contended for retted, feemed 
to be entirely miftaken, tilt Lord Den. 
bigh pertinently obferved, that the pre- 
ference was with the noble Earl, out 
of the refpeé&t due to the other branch 
of the legiflature. The queftion was 
at length put, and the motion was car- 
ried without a divifion. 

Lord Daitmouth accordingly rofe, 
and, after putting in his claim to 
be heard to the queltion at large, 
moved, That the blank in the addrefs 
prefented by the Commons at the con- 
ference, and now communicated by the 
Lord-Prefident, ould be filled up with 
the words already mentioned. 

Lord Rockingham acquainted the 
Houle, that the matter which he rofe 
to {peak to, was to prefent petitions, 
one from the merchants of London, 
concerned in the eommerce to North- 
America, and the other from the Weft. 
India merchants, planters, and fagtors ; 
that he imagined their contents were 
of the higheft importance, were imme- 
diately relative to the bufinefs under 
confideration, and were well worthy 
ef arrefting any determination of this 
Houfe, for at leaft one day, being cer- 
tain, that, within that fhort period, in- 
formation of infinite confequence would 
be laid before their Lordthips, perhaps 
fufficient to alter, or at leaft foften the 
rigour of the meafures they were now 
madly, haftily, and blindly proceeding 
to adopt. His Lordfhip then defired 
that the petitions might be read; which 
being complied with, he obferved, as 
a queftion was now before the Houfe, 
that muft firft be difpofed of, the only 
means left to open a door for taking 
into confideration a general ftate of the 
petitioners grievances, was by moving 
the _— queftion, The previous 
queftion was accordingly put, and his 
Lordthip proceeded,

. Mr. Ursan; ... . 

‘x HE judicious and liberal-minded 
‘* Hooker fays, ** The time will 
come, when a few words fpokeo with 
meeknets, humility, and love, will be 
more acceptable than volumes of con- 
troverfy.”” For this fentiment Dr. Til- 
lotfon declared he fhould ever -efteem 
him : doubtiefs, he will be equally 
efteemed by all liberal-minded men ia 
the prefent age, who, from their know- 
Jedge of human natyre, fee the folly 
of difputing about religion, and of 
wrangling about fome points which 
are too myfterious in their nature to 
be accurately inveftigated, and which 
the f{criptures have not determined with 
circumitantial precifion. 

Clerical Controverfy on abftrufe ar- 
ticles of faith and metaphyfical points 
in divinity, is generally begun in pride, 
and ended in anger; paflions utterly 
irreconcileable with the genius aud {pi- 
rit of that religion which is beft pleafing 
to the Deity, 

A mittaking xeal for uniformity in 
fentiment and in praétice, has hurried 
fome good men beyond the limits: of 
prudence, in fupport of things, in 
which neither the honour ef: God, nor 
she happinefs. of mankind, ‘are con- 
ceined, From a confidence that them- 
Selves are. in the right, they have en- 
deavoured to reduce or extend the faith 
and praétice of others:to the fame ftan- 
dard. . ‘fo this fingle point their views 
have been too often direéted. «While 
fuch have been warmby contending ‘for 
the “‘ faith once delivered to the faints,” 
(without having been. able to ‘agree 
among them(elves, or to demonftrate 
vo others, what that faith is,) they 
have negleétrd to entorce the practice 
of thofe focial and moral duties which 
are of univerial obligation in all ages, 
It feems to be a principal leading max- 
im with fome impafioned zealots, that 
mens jult claim to the title of chriftians, 
and to the benefits of the Gotpel, de- 
pends on the conformity of their no- 
tions or opinions with thole principles 
which they themfelves deem orthodox, 
This appears to be the cafe, not only 
among the clergy of the eftablifhed 
church, but with many of the mott 
aftive, leading men in the various tects 
of diffenters ; they alfo hold. certain 
principles, by thea deemed orthodox, 
-+--this term having. been applied to 
whatever fyftem is uppermoft. 

Where the Roman Cathoiic religion 
is eftablifhed by law, that is orthodox : 
when the Reformation took piace in 

. Gener. Maa. Feb. 1775. 
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this kingdom, the: principles of the 
‘prefent eftablifhed church became of- 
thodox: when O'iver Cromwell, by 
means of the moft confumiate diffi- 
mulation and hypocvily, had overturn 
ed it, and eftablithed prefoytery by law, . 
Calviniflic principles then became: or- 
thodox. Thus the term orthodoxy has 
been futceffively applied to principics 
oppofite as the poles; and the fame 
men have thus applied it. The reaion 
is evident. As the immunities of ec- 
clefiattics d:pended, not on the free- 
gift of the people, but on aéts of the 
fecular power ; fo whatever fyftem of 
religion that power eftablifhed by jaw, 
was, by its teachers (who had to live 
upon it), declared orthodex. A con. 
formity in fentiment, and fubfcription 
to articles, have been required of all 
thofe who were admitted to fhare the 
temporal rewards of the priefthood. 
On thofe who could either blindly a/- 
fent to things confeffidly incomprehen- 
fible, or (which is till worfe) fuffer 
their tongues to give the /e to their 
judgment, the church orthodox has be~ 
ftowed the good things of this life. A 
pliant, fubmiffive difpofttion: is fuffi- 
cient, ‘without either mental or moral 
qualifications; thefe ate, at bet, a fe« 
condary confideration : the fatter may, 
on many occafions, be difpenfed with 5 
the former, never: ** fubfcribé, or ye 
muft- not enter,” is the infcription on 
every: door of the church orthodox. 
Hence it is too evident, that fncerity, 
uprightnefs of manners,-and that rec- 
titude of ‘chara&ter which beft becomes 
reafonable and accountable beings, are 
held by thefe fons of orthodoxy as in- 
Serior qualifications. : 

I would not be underftood to include 
the clergy in general within my cen- 
fire.” 1 know, numbers among them 
are meti of liberal -minds and ‘moderate 
principles 5: men who difapprove every 
fpecies “of defpotifm, and whofe many 
virtues entitle them to general efteem 
and imitation: yet, while [ w-th to 
fee the number of the moderate and 
the virtuous encteafe, I am forry to 
find fo much bigotry as has of Jate 
appeared.in many others on the late 
application to Parliament in the marter 
of ‘fubfeription. Let not, the orthodox 
triumph becaufe the petition is rejected. 
It is not the firlt good caufe that has 
mifcarried. The afluciatcd clergy, ale 
though checked, ave not vanguithed. 
Notwitharding orthodoxy hoodwinked 
a late H—e of Commons, ‘it is probas 
ble. the preferit, or fome future one; 
will judge freely toc shemfelves. 
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The right of private judgment in 
matters of faith and principle, is fo 
reafonable and. indifputable, that an 
attempt to prove it would be as unne- 
eeffary as to prove that the three an» 
gles of a right-angied triangle are e- 

' qual to two right ones. It is the grand 
principle on which the noble fabric of 
Protettantifm is erefted ; the only bafis 
on which it can ftand with fecurity. 
Take away this right, and there can 
be no true religion. : 

The greateft divines that ever digni- 
fied our church were of this fentr- 
ment: Hooker, Chillingworth, Til- 
lotfon, Whifton, and Hoadly, were 
noble defenders of the caufe of chrif- 
tian liberty. Had they lived to this 
day, I doubt not but they would have 
been at the head of the affociated cler- 
gy, and fupported thofe principles on 
which our early reformers gained their 
freedom from Papal bondage. Creeds, 
articles, and fyftems of faith, were-ne- 
ver formed by Chrift or ‘his Apoftles. 
In the firft three centuries they were 
unknown in the chriftian church, They 
were the fruits of apoltacy in fucceed- 
ing ages. When the clergy became 
poff-fled of temporal power and riches, 
then they began to exercife tyranny 
over the confciences, as well as the poc- 
kets, of the laity. Hence fprung per- 
fecution, which foon waved its banners 
@ipt in-bload over the greateR part of 
Europe. The fire of an unholy zeal 
caifumed, not only chriftian charity, 
but common humanity. 

The perfe&tion of chriftianity con- 
fifts in the exercile of love, benévo-~ 
Jence, moral reétitude, and chriftian 
eharity ; and it is more advanced by 
right aion than contentious contro- 
verfy. The increafe and. profperity of 
true religion is better promoted by. its 
teachers inculcating, by ¢xample as 
well as precept, the plain doétrines of 
morality and focial virtue, than by per- 
plexing the world with metaphylical 
points of faith and fyfematical divi- 
nity. All ranks of men can underftand 
and may profit by the former; but 

few can comprehend, and fearcely any 
reap the leait advantage from, the /at- 
ter. An earneft diligent Jabour in the 
clergy to imprefs on the minds of men 
the plain, unchangeable principles of 
moral righteoutnels and focial virtue, 
inforced -by a kind, tender, benevo- 
lent condué& and biamelefs manners 
in themfelves, would more. effeCtually 
promote the caule of true religion, 
than all the heat of a miftaking zeal 





breathed forth in volumes of contro» 
vérfy: for, ° 

If there be a religion which has God 
for its author, and which it is man's 
duty and intereft. to believe in and 
pradtife, it muft be, in its own nature, 
congenia! to tle fource from whence it 
fprang, and adapted to the capacities 
of thofe beings whofe duty it is to bee 
lieve in and prastife it. Such a relie 
gion is the. chriftian ; not as it has 
been disfigured, and cooped up by 
prices within the narrow limits of 
creeds and articles; but fuch as it ap- 
pears in its native purity, excellence, 
and amplitude, as exhibited to us by 
Chrifl, its divine founder, In this light 
it has been viewed by wife men in all 
ages ; in this tight alone it appears 
truly amiable in itfelf, and the obje& 
of univerfal efteem and reverence, 
Therefore, let thofe who are intrufted 
with the important tatk of inftructing 
mankind in its. precepts, leave all me- 
taphyfical problems, and keep to thofe 
plain, practical tiuths which are re- 
corded in the New Teftament. Thcfé 
are of univerfal obligation, and fo 
plain, that the meanelt capacity may 
wnderkaud and profit by them. 

I will conclude thele obfervations 
with the words of that great philofo- 
pher and true chriftian Mr. Locke, 
who, {peaking of authority in matters 
of faith, fays, “** The inweations of 
men in religion need the force and help 
of men to fuppoit them; a religion 
that is of God, wants not the affittance 
of buman authority to make it pre- 


vail,” Il am, &c. 
EUSEBIUS, 


The Flight of Henry DE BoursBON, 
Prince of' Condé, firfl Prince of the 
Blood. Royal, from France. Continued 
Srom p. 16. 

THE Prince of Oondé was confe- 

quently invited to Bruffels, by an- 
exprefs. meffenger.fent by Spinola; and 
he arrived there at the end of Decem- 

ber, 1609. 

He alighted at the hotel of the Prince 
of Orange, and was received with all 
the honours due to his quality. Ia 
the mean time, difpatches were receiv- 
ed from Spain, that he fhould be en- 
tertained in Flanders; that the King 
had extended to him his ‘protection ; 
and that he thould take care to caule 
him to enjoy it with every pleafurable 
advantage, 

Condé, taking courage from thefe 
difpatches, laboured ferioufly to juftify 
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his departure from France. In parti- 
cular, he delivered two letters to me, 
addrefled by him, one to the Pope, 
and the other to Cardinal Borghefe, his 
nephew®, Thefe letters contained in 
fubftance, * that he, terrified with the 
danger he ran of Jofing his honour and 
his life, had been obliged to leave 
France; and, that he recommended 
the ftate of his affairs to the prote&ion 
of his Holinefs, and the good offices 
of the Cardinal.’ 

It was thought the Prince had in- 
deed fufficient reafon for removing 
himfelf from France ; but what he al- 
leged in regard to the violence intend- 
ed him by the King, and that his life 
had been in danger, was not fa gene- 
rally believed ; becaufe it was known 
to all, that Henry IV. had never pur- 
fued his amours otherwife than by the 
ufual methods; and, in the lift of his 
virtues, no one was ever more extolled 
than that of his clemency. 

I difpatched his letters, but did not 
omit at the fame time giving him my 
true fentiments. To the Archduke 
likewife; and the Spanifh Minifters, I 
had before made fuch overtures, as 
were judged by me the moft proper in 
fuch an emergency, and which I re- 
peated afterwards feveral times, by the 
exprefs orders of his Holinefs, I found 
a ftrong inclination in the Archduke 
te promote an accommodation between 
Condé and the King, and he feemed 
to hope for the defired fuccefs. There 
appeared alfo in the Spanith Minitters, 
a vehement defire of feeing Condé re- 
conciled to the King; but it was as 
clear, on the other hand, that it would 
net be difpleafing either to the Arch- 
duke, or them, that his Majefty thould 
find himfelf involved, by this incident, 
in certain embarraffments at home, 
without matters flaming out into an 
open wat abroad. As to the mode of 
pacification, Condé declared, he never 
would truft the King fo far, as te put 
himfelf fimply and unconditionally into 
his hands. On the other hand, the King 
infifted, that Condé thould put himfelf 
in his power without referve, upon an 
affurance that he would pardon him e- 
very offence. To incline the Prince to 

_aceept of this mode of reconciliation, 
the Marquis de Ceuvres, one of the 
braveft and moft eReemed noblemen of

by 
Francet, wascommiffioned towait upon 
the Archduke. Fhe Marquis, in his 
firk audience, ‘ defired the Archduke 
to ufe his endeavours to bring the 
Prince to this temper ; and, in cafe he 


~ continued averfe to it, that he would 


caufe him to leave Flanders.” To this 
overture, the Archduke returned an 
abfwer full of liberal offurs, by which 
he thewed himfelf inclined to do every’ 
thing in his power to perfuade the 
Prince to return. 

De Czuvres, in the further profecwt- 
tion of the bufinefs, talked more open- 
ly; and. propofed to the Archduke, in 
the King’s name, that, if Condé fhould 
be ordered to leave Flanders, his Prin- 
cefs fhou'd be detained, in order to be 
reftored to the Conftable her father, 
and to the Duchefs of Angouléme her 
aunt {, by whom the had been brought 
up atter the death of her mother, who 
died whilft fhe was very young. The 
artifice of this reque(t was eafily feen 
through 5 and both the Archduke and 
the Infanta refuled it with great firme 
nefs, declaring, they never would dif- 
pofe of the Princes but in fuch mane 
po ' as Condé her hufband fhould di- 
reét, 

- The Prince of Orange, brother-in- 
law to the Prince, propoted to the Mar- 
quis as a middle courfe, that Condé 
thould withdraw into fome neutral city 
of Germany or Italy, and there enjoy 
the appointments of 40,000 crowns 
a-year, which was the amount of his’ 
revenues in France. 

But the Marquis ftoed more ftiffly 
than ever to the terms of the King, 
alleging, ‘ that for the Prince to refide 
in Germany or Italy, would be place- 
ing him as a pjedge in the power of his 
enemies, who might ufe him as an ine 
ftrument to embarrafs either the King 
at prefent, or his children after his de- 
mife: that, certainly, the King would 
not either live himfelf in fueh a ftate of 
fulpicien, or at his death leave fuch a 
bone of contention behind him ; ‘that 
he was determined to come to fome ree’ 


¢ P. Daniel adds, that De Cruvres was 
alfo a perfon beloved by the: Prince of 
Condé himfelf; and that he went on this 
occafion to Bruffels with the title of Am- 
baflador. Extraordinary. 

¢ According to Anderfon, Charlotte, 
wife and then widow of Charles de Va- 
lois, Duke of Angouléme, was not aunt 
but fatter of the Princefs by a former wife 
of the Grand Conftable’s; therefore 
Quere? However, fhe was now Duchefi 
Dowager of Angouléme, ; 
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folution, as to what he intended ; and 
fince it appeared the Spaniards were 
difpofed to avail themfelves of his per- 
fon, for the purpofes above-mentioned, 
the King was fully bent to foreftal 
thofe evils which were preparing’ for 
France, by making the Spaniards eve- 
ry way he was able to feel them firk. 
The Marqpis, a man of a great and 
martial fpirit, tupparted by the high 
reputation of the King his mafter, in- 
termixed thefe menaces with his more 
amicable negociations: but Condé 
would liften to no propofal that placed 
him in the ower of the King. The 
Prince of Orange in this was entirely 
of Condé’s opinion, and urged to the 
Murquis the expedient which he had 
before proppled, as preferable to that 
of driving things to extremities, and, 
by forcing the Prince to leave Fiane 
ders, to lay him vsider the neceffity of 
thiowing himfelf entirely into the 
hands of the Spaniards. But it was 
Bor. poflible to prevail vpon the Mar- 
quis fo much as -to mention this expe- 
dient in his. difpatches to the King, 
He faid, indeed, that the Archduke 
might, if he pleafed, propofe it 10 the 
King by means of his Ambaffador at 
Paris; and this fuggeftion the Arch- 


duke thought proper to purfue, though’ 


he was quickly given to underltand, 
that the King would admit of no al- 
ternative; that the Prince muft abfo- 
lutely deliver himfesf up to the King’s 
c:emency, or fuffer his high difpleafure. 

In this fituation ftood the public ne- 
gociation when the French Miniflers 
were meditating a ftratagem to carry 
aff the Princels fecretly, and to convey 
her to France; a defperate project, and, 
doubilefs, attended with infinite diffi- 
culty, but at that time generally talk- 
ed of, .and believed. 1, for my part, 
without affirming any thing for cer- 
tain *, fhall content myfelf with relat- 
jng that which public fame then faid 
ypon it; ateRimony, ‘tis trpe, very 
fallactops, but at the fame time not 
eafy to be difpraved. 





* Father Daniel, the French hiftorian, 
has very ¢learly thewn, that the French 
at Bruflels bad adtually engaged in fuch a 
project; but intimates withal, that it was 
not the contrivance of the Frenchmen at 
Bruffels, but hatehe at Paris, whence the 
orders for its execution were difpatched ; 
and infinuates further, that it proceeded 
more from the cares and fears of the Con- 
ttahle Montmorency, the Princefs’s fa- 
ther, than from the extravagance of the 

King’s paffien. , 
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To judge from appearances, the af. 
feftion between the Prince and the 
Princefs was feemingly very much a- 
bated +; owing, perhaps, not fo much 
to any difference in their natural difpo- 
fitions, as to the great inconveniences 
to which the Piincefs had been expofed 
by carrying her out of France in fo 
hafty a manner, and the fecret machi- 
nations of thofe who had from that in- 
cident endeavoured to fow the feeds of 
difcord between them. Be this as it 
may, fearce was the Marquis de Czu- 
vres arrived at Bruffels, when he began 
to gonfer with the Prince(s privately, 
and endeavoured to perfuade her, ta 
fuffer herfelf to be carried off. She ree 
ceived his propofal with infinite furs 
prize; and, upon refleéting on the con- 
fequence-, was more and more perplex- 
ed in ber own mind. On ane hand, 
not a little diffatisfied with the Prince 
her hufband, and utterly difliking her 
fituation in the hands of the Spaniards, 
fhe could not help wifhing to be with 
her father and her aunt, both of whem, 
in letters full of the tendereft affection, 
had exprefled an equal inclination to 
fee her ; but then, on the other hand, 
ta be hurried from. her bufband in fuch 
amanner, to fuffer herfe!f to be carried 
away clandeftinely, to be flying with fa 
much hazard of being overtaken, and 
to be expopfed by fuch a ftep to cenfures 
{p vaiious as it would immediately oc- 
eafion, were confiderations enough ta 
undetermine her as to what fhe ought tq 
reloive upon. But, overcome at length 
by thee who were perpetually di/pefing 
her for France, fhe contented to fuffer 
herfelf to be re-conduéted thither, and 
placed under the prateflion of her fa- 
ther and aunt. 

The fcheme which the French had 
projeéted was, to take her fuddenly out 
of Bruffels,.and to procced fo far ta- 
wards the French frontier, that, after 
her efcape was difeoyered, it might be 
impoffible to overtake ber: but, in 
order to facilitate the execution of their- 
project, it was neceffary either to tcale, 
or break through, the wall of the-city, 
to have relays of horfes in readinefs at 
every ftage, with a fufficient number 
af armed horfemen to. attend her, in 
order to appofe thofe who fhould fet 
aut fram Bruffels to attempt to bring 
her back. Thus this enterprize ne- 
eeffarily produced fo many difficulties, 
and involved fo many perfons in the 
execution, that it was not poffible it

» fhould 
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fhould proceed without fome difco- 
very. 
Tne firtt that gained any knowledge 
of it, was the Count de Bucoy, Gene- 
ral of the Flemith artillery. He im- 
mediately apprized the Archduke and 
the Marquis Spiuola of it, who upon 
confultation together concluded, that 
the beft way to defeat it, without feem- 
ing to fulpeét any defign, was, to canfe 
the Princefs, under. fome pretence or 
other, to come into the palace to the 
Infanta: and, io confequence of this 
refolution, they managed the matter ‘9 
dexteroufly, that the Prince himfelf 
firtt promoted the mealure, and at the 
fame time obtained a private promife 
from the Archduke and the Infanta, 
that they would never fuffer the Prin- 
cefs to go out of their hands, but when 
he defired the fhould, 

The Princets yielded to the propofal 


of going to make her abode with the. 


Infanta, till the thould fee what turn 
the Prince's affairs were likely to take. 
Even the Marquis de Czuvres himfelf 
feemingly aflented to it; but did not 
negleét at the fame time, to pro‘ecute 
the defizn of carrying her off before 
it fhould take place, 

With thefe artful intrigues did they 
proceed on both fides; each party hops 
Ing to deceive and impote upon the 
other. And now, the day prefixed for 
the Princefs to be received into the pa- 
lace, approached, and yet th: French had 
not got every thing in readinefs for the 
execution of their plot ;. wherefore, for 
gaining time, they contrived, as the 
Princes was fond of mutic, and danced 
admirably, that Spinola fhauld be de- 
fired by her to intercede with the Arch- 
duke and the Prince her hufband, that 
her entiance into the palace might be 
preceded by a ball. Though this re- 
queit was preferred in the moft engag- 
ing words, Spinola eafily difcovered the 
artifice ; and with the beft grace he pof- 
fibly could, raifed fo many difficulties, 
that the Princefs loft all hopes of ob- 
taining the delay the defired, Spinola’s 
anfwer difconcerted the French; but 
itill did not difcourage them from their 
defign. 

This was on Saturday, the 13th of 
February, in the year 1610, and on 
Sunday the Princefs was to be re- 
moved into the palace. It therefore 
became neceflary, at all events, to at- 
tempt the delivery of the Princefs that 
very night; and that the Prince, by 
being in bed with her, might not ob- 
fiuct thei defign, they perfuaded her 


to pretend to be fick. The French 
Ambaffadrefs *, who was privy to the 
whole fecret, was conftantly with fer; 
the Marquis de Cauvres himfelf, and 


‘the French Ambaffador in Ordinary +, 


ftationed themfelves not far from her: 
and all waited with inexpreffible ‘an- 
xiety, for the approach of that hout 
on which the iffue’ of their whole en- 
terprize depended.’ ‘

A few Thoughts on Ametican Affairs, 
humbly offered to Parliament. 
‘THE fotlowing are the thoughts of 

an obfcure perfor, who, not hav- 
ing read much of what has been pub- 
lithed on the fubje&, cannot be cere 
tain that he advances any thing new, 
The real queftion in difpute is a 
fimp'e and uncomplicated one; it is, 
Whether the Americans thal! rzife 
money by their reprefentatives in their 
own provincial affemblies, or have tt 
taken from them at the difcretion, aad 
by the authority, of our parliament? 
As for laying before you an im- 
menfe bundle of papers, containing a 
minute detail of turbulent proceed 
ings, &c. it is only throwing duft in 
your eyes. If the a&s of parliament 
oppofed by the Americans are uncon- 
ftitutional, the oppofit.on is warrant- 
able. If the letter of the law has left 
us dark and uncertain about the grand 
point of taxation, you fhould, in fuch 
an important cafe, where the proper. 
ty and effential liberties of a numerous. 
people are at ftake, have recourfe to 
the fpirit of the conftitution, which is 
clearly. in favour of the Americans,’ 
If you like not this way of reafoning, 
you fhould recolleét, that this was the 
way of reafoning, this was the princi- 
ple on which you acquired your pre- 
fent privileges and power, We hear” 
much of the fupremacy, and even of 
the omnipotence, of parliament ; but 
its advocates have eithcr read little of 
our hiftory, or have very fhort me- 
mories. -Will they pretend to fay that 


our parliameat always poffeffed the’ 


authority it has now, or the people’ 
their prefent rights? Were they not 
gradually wrefted from the hands of 
weak tyrants, always by proceedings .

(ia 
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(in the court language) irregular and 
turbulent ; nay, fometimes by open 
war, and the freely-devoted blood of 
patriots? On what other principie 
can we juftify the Barons in taking up 
arms againft John? On what other 
principle can we juftify the revolution 
of 3688, or the fettlement of the crown 
on the houfe of Hanover ? 

The Americans are increafed to an 
wnforefeen degice of greatnefs: if po- 
pulation continues its rapid progrefe 
amongit them, it is no improbable 
conjecture that they will, in the fpace 
of fifty years more, outnumber us, Sup- 
pofing that you fhould dragoon them 
ito fobmiffion now, is it likely that 
they wil] fubmit hereafter? They are a 
civilized people ; the principles of pub- 
lie liberty are well underitood amongft 
them. They will perhaps never tor- 
get they once were free. If you 
are refoived to ftrip them of the privi- 
lege which conftitutes the effence of 
Englith liberty, the privilege of raif- 
ing their own internal taxes, and giv- 
ing away their own money, it would 
be prudent policy to prevent their 
growing too numerous and powerful, 
by publifhing fome fuch merciful edié 
as amen did againft: the Hraelites, 
when he and the Egyptians were jea- 
lous of their increafe. 

But fuppofing your power wiil be 
always fuperior, is it equitable, is it 
in the lea(t degree conformable to the 
golden tule of doing as you would 
be done by, that you fhould continue 
to exercife the full extent of authority 
you now claim, noi permiiting them 
@ parliamentary affembly of their own, 
nor to have reprefentatives im yours, 
wor any fhare in the Jegiflation? Re- 
member that tyranuy is tyranny, whe- 
ther there be many tyrants or but one, 
aking and his parliament, or a king 
only. Would you with to have Ame- 
rica on the lame footing as Corfica be- 
fore it revolted from the Genocle? It 
was little alleviation to the fufferings 
of the Corficans, that they were not 
éppreffed by a fingle defpot, but by the 
doge and {enate ot Genoa, 

Why did you, in the infancy of the 
colonies, permit them at all to form 
provincial affemblies ? Why did you 
permit thofe aff mblies to affume and 
fo hong to exereife the power of taxa- 
tion and !eg:flation, if they are now 
to be deprived of 1? Their general 
courts of aflembly were maniteftly 
ipitituted in imitation of the Britifh 
parliament. They have hitherto not 
only raifed money, but made laws, 





Jaws in many refpects different from 
thofe of the mother-country. It is 
well known that in New England a- 
dultery is punifhed with death, where- 
as here its utmoft punifhment is a pe- 
cuniary mul&. If they are allawed 
to infli& capital punifhments, the high- 
eftexertion of lepiflative authority, fure- 
ly they may be permitted to lay three- 
mgs per pound duty on tea. - If they 

ad been called upon to do this, and 
had refufed, you would then have had 
a more {pecious pretence to do it for 
them: but you have been the unpro- 
voked aggreffers in this mifchievous 
quarrel. 

Would it not be be& to concede to 
their affemblies the right of laying in- 
ternal taxes, &c. and to conneét thole 
affemblies with our parliament, by 
fome fuch compact as unites the cities 
and provinces ef the Dutch common- 
wealthr freland might be joined to 
us in the fame manner. That, too, was 
once but a colony of Englifhmen ef. 
tablifhed in a land of favages. Why 
fhould we not permit America to grow 
up into the fame form of government, 
as its eldeft fifter has done ? 

It is a painful coniideration, that a 
parliament, a name co. eval with free- 
dom amongft us, and which we have 
for ages been taught to look upon as 
the palladium of all our rights, thould 
fo much as entertain a wifh to reduce 
three millions of its brethren to an ab- 
jeét ftate of valalaye, inftead of com. 
municating liberty and happinefs. In 
the ftyle of metaphor you may footh 
them with the title of your child:en: 
it feems your intention to keep them 
in leading ftrings, even when they are 
grown up to the full flature of man- 
hood, But cai! them nox freemen ; I 
befcech you mock thew not fo grofsly. 
That they are free, becaufe we are lo, 
is iadeed modern parliamentary logic, 
but it is likewife glaring fophiftry. Of 
what ufe to flaves is the freedom of 
thew mafters? If you enforce your 
claim of taxing the Americans at your 
pleafure, and taking their money from 
them without their confent given in 
any form, they will have no other 
marks of liberty remaining, but that 
they are the detcendants of freemen, 
and that by freemen they were en- 
flaved. 

Befides, as the beft things are liable 
to corruption, and become the worlt 

when corrupted, we know not but our 
parliament may hereafter degenerate, 


and be a mere engine of ftate moved: 
by fecret {prings, paffive to the ~_ 
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of a king or his minifter : we thall 
then fink into fomething worfe than 
monarchical defpotifm. That fuch a 
parliament, which wou!d be but the 
nominal reprefentative of this idand, 
fhould be the virtual reprefentative 
of the vai continent of America, isa 
doftrine harder to believe than tranfub- 
ftantiation itfelf. I own it, however, 
poflible, that a proper number of red- 
coat difputants, with bayonets fixed, 
and the noify arguments of mufquets 
and cannon, may force this incredible 
do&rine down the throats of the A- 
mericans. 

As to your talking of the omnipo- 
tence of parliament, with what con- 
tempt and indignation would Henry 
VIII. or his daughter Elizabeth, have 
heard fuch language! For my part, 
I cannot but be aftonifhed at the weak. 
nefs of human pride. I know, indeed, 
one omnipotent Beings and I know 
none Omnipotent but him. May he 
guide your counfeis! If your mea- 
fures are peaceable and jutt, may he 
profper them {

has full power and authority to make 
Jaws and ftatutes to bind the people of 
the Colonies, in all cafes whatfoever ; 
and whereas reiterated complaints and 
moft dangerous diiorders have grown, 
touching the right of taxation claimed 
and exercifed over America, io the 
difturbance of peace and good order 
there, and to the actual interruption of 
the due inte: courfe from Great- Britain 
and Ireland to the Coloniés, deeply af- 
fe&ting the navigation, trade, and ma- 
nufagtures, of this kingdom, and of 
Treland, and announcing farther an 
interruption of all exports from the 
faid Colonies to Grvat Britain, Ireland, 
and the Britith Ifands in America: 
Now, for prevention of thefe ruinous 
mifchiefs, and in order to an equitable, 
honourable, and lafting fettlement of 
claims not {ufficiently atcertained and 
cireumferibed, May it pleafe your Moft 
Excellent Majefty, That it may be de- 
clared, and be it declared, by the 
King’s Mof Excellent Majefly, by 


and with the advice and confent of 
the Lords Sptitual and Temporal and 
Commons in this prefent Parliament 
affembled, and by the authority of the 
fame, That the Colonies of America 
have been, are, and of tight ought to 
be, dependent upon the imperial crowa 
of Great Britain, and fubordinate un-. 
to the Britith Parliament ; and that 
the King’s. Moft Excellent Majefty, 
by and with the advice and content of 
the Lords Spizitual and Temporal and 
Commons in Parliament aflembled, 
had, hath, and of right ought to have, 
full power and authority to make laws 
and ftatutes of fufficient force and va- 
licity to bind the people of the Britife 
Colonies in America, in all «matters 
touching the general weal of the whole 
dominion of the imperial crown of 
Great-Britain, and beyond the compe- 
tency of the local repretentative of a 
diftin& Colony ; and molt efpecially 
an indubitable and indifpenfible right 
to make and ordain laws for regulating 
navigation and trade throughout the 
complicated fyftem of Britifh com- 
merce, the deep policy of fuch prudent 
aéts upholding the guardian navy of 
the whole Britifh empire ; and that alf 
fubjcéts in the Colonies aye bound, in 
duty and allegiance, duly to recognize 
and obey (and they are hereby required 
fo to do) the fupreme legiflative autho- 
rity and fuperintending power of the 
Parliament of Great- Britain, as afoce- 
faid. 

And whereas, in a petition from 
America to his Majelty, it has beeo 
reprefented, that the keeping a ftanding 
army within any of the Colonies, ia -

The Speech of the Lonp-Mayor 
on the Motion of Lord North jor an 
Addrefs ta bis Majefty againft the 
,Americans, Feb. 2, 

Mr. Speaker, 
THE bufinels now before the Houle 

refpe&ting America is of as great 
importance as was ever debated in Pare 
liament. It comprehends almoft every 
queftion relative to the common rights 
of mankind, almoft every queltion of 
policy and legiflation. I do not mean to 
encer into fo valt, fo well trodden a field 

I will confine myfelf to the bulinefs be~ 

fore us. The Addrefs now reported 

from the committee of the whole Houle 
appears to me unfounded, rath, and 
fanguinary, and moft unjuftly to draw 
the iword againft America; but, before 
adminiftration are fuffered to plunge 
this nation into the horrors of a civil 
war, before they are permitted to force 

Engtithmen to theathe their {words in 

the bowels of their fellow. {ubjects, I 

hope this Houfe will ferioully weigh 

the original ground and caufe of this 
unhappy difpute, and in time refle& 
whether jultice is on ous fide, The af- 

famed. 
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fumed right of taxation without the 


confent of the iubjcét, is plainly the . 


primary caufe of the prefent quarrel. 
Have we, Sir, any right to tax the 
Americans? That is the queftion. 
‘The tundamental laws of human na- 
ture, and the principles of the Englith 
conftitution, are equally repugnant to 
the claim. The very idea of property 
excludes the right t-tnateet’s taking 
any thing from me without my con- 
fent, otherwife I cannot call it my 
own. What property have I in what 
another perfon can feize at his pleafure? 
If we can tax the Americans without 
their confent, they have no property, 
nothing which they can call their own; 
we n-ay take their all. The words 
** Liberty and Property,” fo dear to an 
Englifhman, fo pleafing in our ears, 
would become mockery and infult to 
an American, The laws of fociety 
are profefiedly calculated to fecure the 
property of each individual, of every 
fubjedct of the ftate. The great prin- 
ciples of the conititution under which 
we live, Jikewile clearly determine 
this point. All fubfidies to the Crown 
are grants from the Commons, free gifts 
from the people. Their fu:l confent 
is always expreffed in the grant. Much 
has been fai of the Palatinate of 
Chefter, and the Principality of Wales, 
and the period of their taxation ; but, 
Sir, there is a more remaikable cafe in 
point, which alone would determine 
the queftion. If gentlemen will fearch 
the records in the Tower, they will 
find that the town of Calais, in Fiance, 
when it belonged to the imperial esvown 
of thefe realms,was not taxed till it fent 
repiefentatives toParliament. ‘T'wobur- 
gefles fromCalais xetually fat and voted 
in thisHoufe. Then, and nor fillthen, 
wasCalais taxed, The writ out of chan- 
cery, and the return to it, in the reign 
of Edward VI. with the names of the 
burgefles, are (till extant. I faithfully 
gave them to the public fiom attefted 
copies. 

But, Sir, it will be faid, Is Ame- 
rica then to enjoy the protection of 
Great. Britain, and to contribute no- 
thing towards the fuppoit of that very 
ftate, which has fo long given it pro- 
tection and fecurity, which has nurfed 
it up to its prefent greatnefs? The 
Americans themftlves have given the 
fullett anfwer to this obje&ion, in a 
manner not to be controverted, by their 
condu& through a long feries of years, 
and by the mott explicit declarations, 
Equally in words and actions of the 


moft unequivocal nature, they have . 
demonftrated their love, their asdour, : 
their ftrong filial ‘piety towards the 
mother country. They have always . 
appeared ready not only to contribute 
towards the expences of their own go- ° 
vesnment, but likewife tothe wants and 
neceflities of this Rate, altho’ perhaps 
they may not be overfond of all the 
proud, expenfive trappings of royalty. 
In the two laft wars they far exceeded 
the cool fine of prudence. With the 
moft liberal hearts they gave you al- 
moft their all, and they fought gal- 
lantly by your fide. with equal valour 
againft our and their enemy, againft : 
the: common enemy of mankind, the: 
ambitious and faithle{s French, whom 
we now fear and flatter. Our journals, + 
Sir, will bear witnefs to the grateful 
fenfe we had of. the important fervices » 
of the Americans ; and the great fums 
we voted to be repaid'them for what 
they expended in the fpirited expe- 
ditions whieh they »carrie¢ through 
with equal courage and:conduét, fome- 
times without the leaft knowledge or : 
participation on our part, will demon~ : 
itrate the warm affection of their hearts 
to this country. But, Sir, the whole 
was the gift of freemen, of fellow. 
fubjects, who fecl that they are, and 
know that they have a right to be, as 
free as ourfelves. What is their lan- 
guage now, when yow are planning 
their deftruction, when you are declare 
ing them rebels? In the late’ petition 
ot the General Congrefs to the King, 
they declare, * they are ready and 
willing, as they ever have been, when 
conithutionally required, to demon- 
ftrate their loyalty to his Majetty, by 
exerting the mot ftrenuous efforts-in 
granting fupplies and rarfing forces.”” 
This i# the unanimous refolution of a 
Congrefs compofed of Deputies from the 
Colenies of New-Hamphhire, Mufla- 
cbuffetts- Bay, Rhode-Ifland, and Pro- 
vidence Plantations, Conneétieut, New 
York, New Jerley, Pennfytvania, the 
counties of Neweattle, Kent, and Suf- 
fex on Delaware ; Maryland, Virgi- 
nia, and the two Carolinas. I have 
heard, Sir, of a plan of accommoda- 
tion, which I believe would reconcile 
all differences : but, alas? Sir, it does 
not come from any fervant of the 
crown 3; it comes from the noble Lord, 
to whom this country has the moft f- 
fential obligations, and is fo much in- 
debted for its late (plendor and glory. 
It is to affemble another Congrefs in 
the fpring, the Parliament of Great 
Britain 
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Britain and the Deputies of the feve- 
‘cal Colonies to meet together, and to 
be jointly empowered to regulate the 
various quotas to be paid by each pro- 
vince to the general treafury of the 
whole empire. I would, in addition to 
that plan, propofe, that a regulation 
fimilar to what aétually takes place 
with refpeét to Scotland be adopted as 
to America. The proportion of each 
Colony might be fettled according to 
the land-tax in England, at one, two, 
or more fillings in the pound, Iam 
not deep politician enough to know 
what the proportions fhould be of each 
province, and they will vary greatly 
in half a century, but I {peak of their 
quota being always to be regulated ac- 
cording to the land-tax of this coun- 
“-try. The very flourifhing Colonies of 
“the Maflachufferts-Bay, Virginia, and 
South Carolina, for inftance, fhould 
contribute more; the fmaller and poor- 
er Colonies of New - Hamphhire and 
New- Jerley, lefs : but, Sir, I infift not 
a fingle fhilling can be taken without 
their confent ; and after this day’s de- 
bate, fhould the addrefs be carried, I 
greatly fear.every idea of a reconcili- 
ation will be utterly impracticable. 

The Americans, Sir, have of late, 
both within doors and without, been 
treated with great injuftice, and even 
a wanton degree of cruelty. An ho- 
rourableGentleman has juft told us that 
they complain of the Navigation A&, 
and infift on its repeal, We have au- 
thentic evidence to the contrary. In 
the refolutions of the Congrets they 
repeatedly defire to be put only on the 
footing they were at the clofe of the 
Jate war, ‘© as to the fyftem of fta- 
tutes and regulations ;*" nor among 
the various acts of which they detire 
the repeal, do they once mention ei- 
ther the Navigation, or the Declara- 
tory A&. It is faid likewife, they 
with to throw off the fupremacy of 
this country. Many exprefs refolu- 
tions, both of the General Congrefs, 
and the Provincial Congreffes, are the 
fullett evidence of the fenfe which the 
Americans entertain of their obedience 
and duty to this country. They are 
too namerous to be quoted. Their 
full claim, as ftated by themfelves, is 
fo well worded, I beg to read it to the 
Houfe from their petition to the King: 
*¢ We afk but for peace, liberty, and 
fafety.”” Surely, Sir, no requeft was 
ever more reafonable, no claim better 
founded. ‘* We wifh not a diminu- 
tion of the prerogative, nor do we fo- 


licit a grant of any new right in our fa- 
vour. Your royal authority over us,and 
our conneétion with Great- Britain, we 
fhall always carefully awd zealoufly en- 
deavour to fupport and maintain, while 
adminiftration are endeavouring to tear 
afunder thofe ties, which have fo long 
and happily bound us together.” 
The Addrefs, Sir, mentions the 
particular province of Maffachuffetts- 
Bay as ina ftate of actual rebellion, 


and the other provinces are confidered 


as aiding and abetting them. Much 
has been faid by fome learned gentle- 
men.to involve them in all the confe- 
quences of a declared rebellion, and 
to encourage our officers and troops to 
a&t again them as againft rebels. 
Whether their prefent ftate is that of 
rebellion, or o fit and proper refife 
tance to unlawful aéts of power, to our 
attempts to rob them of their property 
and | berties, as they imagine, I do 
not determine. This I know, a 
fucceisful refitance is a Revolution, 
not a Rebellion. Who can teil, Sir, 
whether, in confequence of this very 
day’s violent and mad Addrefs to his 
Majefly, the fcabbard may not be 
thrown away by them as well as by 
us; and, fhould fuccefs attend them, 
whether in a few years the Americans 
may not celebrate the glorious /Era 
of the Revolution of 1775, as we do 
that of 1688 ? Succefs crowned the 
generous efforts of our forefathers for 
treedom; elfe they had died on the 
fcaffold as traitors and rebels, and the 
period of our hiftory, which does us the 
mo honour, would have been deemed 
a rebellion againft lawful authority, 
not a refitance authoriled by all the 
Jaws of God and man, not the expul- 
fion of a tyrant. 

The policy, Sir, of this meafure I 
can no more comprehend than I can 
acknowledge the juftice of it. Is your 
force adequate to the attempt? Iam 
fatisied it is not. What are your 
armies, and how are they to be re- 
ervited? Do you recolleé&, that the 
fingle province of the Maffachuffetts- 
Bay has at this moment above 30,000 
men, well trained and difciplined, and 
can bring near go,000 into the field. 
They will do it, when they are fight- 
ing for their liberties, You will not be 
able to conquer and keep even that fin- 
gle province. The noble Lord propo‘es 
only 10,000 of our troops to be there, 
including the four regiments now go- 
ing from Ireland; and he acknow- 
ledges very truly, that the army cannot 

enforce 
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enforce the late aéts of parliament. 
Why then is it fent? Bofton, indeed, 
you may lay in afhes, or it may be 
made a ftrong garrifon, but the pro- 
vince will be loftto you. Boffon will 
be like Gibraltar. You will hold in 
the provigce of Maffachufletis- Bay, as 
ysu do in Spain, afingle town; the 
whole country is in the power and 
pofieffion of the enemy. Your fleets 
and armies may keep 2 few towns on 
the coaft for fome time at leaft, Bofton, 
New-York, St. Auguftine. The vat 
continent of America will be loft to 
you. A few fortrefics on the coaft and 
fome fea-ports only you will keep ; all 
the back fettlements will be indepen- 
dent of you, and will thrive in the 
rapid progreffion of you: violences and 
unjuft exagtions on the towns. .The 
ancient ftory of the Carthaginian hide 
will be verified as to you. Where 
you tread, it will be kept down, but 
it will rife the more in all the other 
parts. Where your fleets and armies 
are ftationed, the poffeffion will be 
yours; but all the reft will be loft. 
I fear from this day in the great feale 
of empire you will decline, and the 
Americanswill :ife to independence, to 
power, to all the greatnefs of the moft 
renowned ftates, for they build on the 
folid bafis of public liberty. 

Sir, this Addrefs is founded in in- 
juttice and cruelty. It is equally con- 
trary to the found maxims of true po- 
licy, and to the unerring rule of natu- 
ral right. The Americans will defend 
their property and their liberties with 
the fpirit of freemen, with the fpirit I 
hope we fhould, They will fooner de- 
clare themfclves independent, and rifk 
every confequence of fuch a contelt, 
than fubmit to the yoke which admi- 
niftration is preparing for them. An 
Addvefs of fo fanguinary a naruye, 
cannot fail of driving them to defpair, 
They will fee that you are preparing, 
not only to draw the fword, but to 
burn the fcabhard. You are declaring 
them rebels. Every idea of a recon- 
ciliation will vanifh. They will pur- 
fue the moft vigorous meafures in their 
own defence. The whole continent 
wiil be difmembered from Great- Bui- 
tain, and the wide arch of the raifed 
empire fall. But I hope the juft ven- 


geance of the people wil] overtake the 
authors of thefe pernicious counfels,and 
the lots of the frit province to the em- 
pire be fpeedily followed by the lofs 
of the heads of. thofe mimfters who 
advifed thele wicked and fata] meafuyes.

Great Affembly; the former on the Non- 
admiffion of the Merchants Petition, 
iprevious to the agreeing ta the Addrefe 
moved for by Lord North; the latter 
againl agreeing to the Addr¢fs. 
Difentient, 
ft, THE previous queftion was mov- 
ed, nat to prevent the proceed- 


cing in the addrefs, communicated at the 


conference with the Cammons, but in 
order to prefent the petitions of the 
North. American merchants, and of the 
Weft-India merchants and _plaoters, 
which petitions the Hoyle might re- 
je&t if frivolous, or poftpone if not ur- 
gent, as might feem fit to their wif- 
dom ; but to hurry on the bufine(s to 
which thefe petitions fo materially and 
direétly related, the exprefs prayer of 
which was, that they might be heard 
before ‘f any refolutiqn may. be taken 
by this Right Honourable Houfe re- 
{pefling America,” to refule fo much 
as to fuffer them to be prefented, is a 
proceeding of the moft unwarrantable 
nature, and direétly fubverfive of the 
moft facred rights of the fubjeé&t. It ig 
the more particularly exceptionable, as 
a Lord in his place, at the exprefs de- 
fire of the Weft-India merchants, jn- 
formed the Houle, that, if neceflitated 
fo to do, they were ready, without 
counfel, or farther preparation, initant- 
ly to offer evidence to prove, that feve- 
ral iflands of the Welt Indies could not 
be able to fubfift after the operations 
of the propofed addrefs in America. 
Juttice in regard to individyals, policy 
with regard to the public, and decorum 
with regard to ourielves, required that 
we fhould admit this petition to be pre- 
fented. By refufing it, juftice is denied. 

zdly, Becaufe the papers laid upon 
our table by Minifters are fo manifeft- 
ly defedtiye, and fo ayawedly curtailed, 
that we can derive fiam them nothing 
like information of the true ftate of the 
objeé on which we are going to att, or 
pf the cpnfequences of the refolutions 
which we maytake, We ought (as we 
conceive) with giadnefs, to have ac- 
cepted that information from the mer- 
chants, which, if it had not been vo- 
luntarily offered, it. was qur duty to 
feek. There is no information con- 
cerning the flate of our Coionies, (taken 
in any point of view,) which the mer- 
chants are not far more competent to 
give, than Governors or Officers, who 
often know far lefs of the temper and 
dilpofition, or may be more difpofed tq 
mif- 
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mifreprefent it, than the merchants. Of 
this we have a full and melancholy ex- 
perience, in the miftaken ideas on which 
the fatal Agts of the lalt Parliament 
were formed. 

3dly, Becaufe we are of opinion, that, 
jn entering into a war, in which mif- 
chief and inconvenience are great and 
certain (but the utmolt extent of which 
jt is impoffible to forefee), true policy 
requires, that thofe who are moft likely 
to be immediately affetted, fhould be 
thoroughly fatisfied of the deliberation 
with which it was undertaken, And 
we apprehend, that the planters, mer- 
chants, and manyfacturers, will not 
bear their loffes and burthens, brought 
on them by the propoled civil war, the 
better for our refufing fo much as to 
hear them, previous to our engaging 
jo that war; nor will opr precipitation 
in refolving add much to the fuccefs 
jn executing any plan that may be pur- 
fued. 

We proteft therefore againft the re- 
fiifcl to fuffer fuch petitions to be pre- 
fented ; and we thus clear ourfelves to 
our country of the difgrace and mif- 
chief which muft attend this unconfti- 
tutional, indecent, and improvident 
proceeding.

adly, Becaufe no legal grounds were 
laid in argument or in fad, to thew 
that a rebellion, properly fo called, did 
exilt in- Maffachuffets- Bay, when the 
papers of the lateft date, and from 





whence alone we derive our informa-: 
tion, were written, The overt aéts to 
which the {pecies of treafon affirmed in 
the addrefs ought to be applied, were 
net eftablifhed, nor any offenders mark- 
ed ou; but a.general mafs of the a@s 
of wrbulence, faid to be done at yari- 
ols times hind places, and of various 
natures, were all thrown together to 
make out one general conftruétive trea- 
fon, Neither was there any fort of 
proof of the continuance of any un- 
lawfyl force, from whence we could 
infey that a rebellion does now exift, 
And we are the more cautious of pro- 
nouncing any part of his Majefty's do- 
minions to be jn agtual rebellion, be- 
eaufe the cafes of conftruétive treafon, 
under that branch of ¢5th of Edward 
the Third, which deferihes the crime 
of rebellion, have been already fo far 
extended by the Judges, and the dif. 
tinétions thereupon fo nice and fubtle, 
that no prudent man ought to declare 
any Seale perfon in that fituation, with- 
out the cleareft evidence of uncontro- 
veitible overt aéts to warrant fuch a 
declaration. Much lefs ought fo high 
an authority as both Houfes of Parlia- 
ment, to denounce fo fevere a judg- 
ment againft a confiderable part of his 
Majefly’s fubjeéts, by which his forces 
may think themfelves juttified in com- 
mencing a war, without any further 
order or commiffion, 

diy, Becaufe we think that feyeral 
Aéts of the laft Parliament, and feve- 
ral late proceedings of Adminiftration 
with regard tg the Colonies, are real 
grievances, and juft caules of com- 
plaint; and we cannot, in honour, or 
in confcience, confent to an addrefs 
which commends the temper by which 
proceedings, fo very intemperate, have 
een carried on; nor can we perfwade 
ourfelves to authorize violent courfes 
again{t perfons in the Colonies who 
have refilted authority, without, at the 
fame time, redreffing the grievances 
which have given but too much provo- 

cation for their behaviour. 
qthly, Becaufe we think the loofe 
and general affurances given by the 
addreis, of future redrefs of grievances, 
in cafe of fubmiffion, is far from fatis- 
factory, or at all likely ‘0 produce their 
end, whil(t the aéts complained of con- 
tinue unrepealed, or unamended, and 
their authovs remain in authority here ; 
hecaufe thefe’ advifers of all the mea- 
fures which have brought on the cala- 
mities of this empire,will not be trufted, 
whilit they detend as juft, neceffary, 
and 
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and even indulgent, all the Aéts com- 
plained of as grievances by the Ame- 
ricans; and mult, therefore, on their 
own principles, be bound in future to 
govern the Colonies in the manner 
which has already produced fuch fatal 
effets. And we fear that the refudal 
of this Houle fo much as to receive, 
previous to determination (which is the 
mott offenfive mode of reje&ion), peti- 
tions from the unoffcnding natives of 
Great Britaia, and the Welt India 
iftands, affords but a very difcouraging 
profpect of our obtaining hereafter any 
— at all, from thofe whom we 

ave declared aflors in rebellion, or 
abettors of that crime. 

Lafily, Because the means of enfore- 
ing the authority of the Britith leg: fla- 
ture, is con ined to perfons of whofe 
capacity, for that purpofe, from abun- 
dant experience, we have reafon to 
doubt; and who have hitherto ufed no 
effeétual means of conciliating or of 
reducing thofe who oppole that autho- 
rity. This appears in the conftant fai. 
Jove of all their projeéts, the infuffici- 
ency of all their information, and the 
difappointmeat of all the hopes, which 
they have for feveral years held out to 
the public. Pailiament has never re- 
fufed any of their propofals, and yet 
our affairs have proceeded daily from 
bad to worfe, until we have been 
brought, ftep by Rep, to that ftate of 
confufion, and even civil violence, 
which was the natural refult of thefe 
-defperate meatures, 

We therefore proteft againft an ad- 
drefs amounting to a declaration of 
war, which is founded on no proper 
parliamentary information ; which was 
introduced by refuling to (uff.r the pre- 
fentation of petitions againft it (altho* 
it be the undoubted right of the fubje& 
to prefent the fame); which followed 
the rejection of every mode of concili- 
ation ; which holds out no fubfantial 
offer of redrefs of yrievances; and 
which promiles fupport to thofe Minie 
fters who have inflamed America, and 
grofsly mifconducted the affairs of 
Great Britain.

vinced on the other hand of the evils 
and calamities attending on tyranny in 
ali thapes, whether exercifed by cne 
or many; and having of late feen, 
with great grief and concern, the dif- 
treffing efforts of a diffulution of all 
government, whereby our lives, Jiber- 
ties, and properties are rendered pre- 
carious, and no longer under the pro- 
teGtion of the law, ayd apprehending 
it to be our indifpenfable duty to ufe 
all lawful means in our power, forthe 
defence of our perfons and property, 
againft all riotous and lawlefs violence, 
and to recover and fecure the advane 
tages which we are entitled to from 
the good and wholefome Iaws of the 
government; do hereby affociate and 
mutually covenant and engage to and 
with each other as follows, viz. 

I, That we will, uponall occafions, 
with our lives and fortunes, ftand by 
and aflitt each other in the defence of 
his life, liberty, and property, when- 
ever the fame fhall be attacked or en- 
dangeved by any bodies of men, riot- 
oufly affembled upon any pretence, or 
under any authority not warranted by 
the laws of the land. 

II. That we will, upon all occa- 
fions, mutually fwpport each other, in 
the free exercife and enjoyment of our 
undoubted right to liberty, in eating, 
drinking, buying and felling, com- 
muning and aéting what, with whom, 
and as we pleale, confiftent with the 
laws of God and the King. 

ITI. That we will not acknowledge 
or fubmit’ te the pretended authority 
of any Congrefs, Committees of Cor- 
refpondence, or other unconftitutional 
affemblies of men; but will, at the 
rifque of our lives, if need be, oppofe 
the toicible exercife of atl {uch auiho- 
rity. 

iv. That we wil!, to the utmoft of 
our power, promote, encourage, and, 
when called to it, enforce obedience to 
the rightful authority of our molt gra- 
cious Sovereign, King George the 
Third, and of his laws. 

V. That, when the perfons or pro-

T° what is faid of James 1V. King 
of Scotland ‘in, your laft Maga. 
zine, p. 31. permit me to add the foi. 
lowing particulars from Howel’s Lon- 
dinopolis, or Defcription of London, 
1657. —-— Speaking of St. Alban's 
chuich, Wood-fireet, that writer fays, 
«¢ There is alfo (but without any aut- 
ward monument) the head of. James 
the Fouith, King of Scots, of that 
name, flain at Flodden field, and bu- 
ried here by this occafion. After the 
battel, the body of the faid king being 
found, was clofed in lead, and con- 
veyed from thence to London, and fo 
to the monattery of Shrine, in Surry, 
where it remained for a time, in what 
order I am not certain: but fince the 
diffolution of that houfe, in the reign 
of Edward the Sixth, Henry Gray, 
Duke of Suffolk, being lodged and 
keeping houfe there, the fame body 
was to be fhewed, fo lapped in lead 
clofe to the head and body, thrown ine 
to a walte room amongit the old tim- 
ber, lead, and other rubble; fince 
which time, the workmen there (for 
their foolith pleafure) hewed off his 
head; and Launcelot Young; matter- 
glagier to Queen Elizabeth, feeling a 
{weet 
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{weet favour to come from thence, and 
feeing the fame dried from all moif- 
ture, and yet the form remaining, with 
the hair of the head and beard red, 
brought it to London, to bis houfe in 
Wood-itreet, where (for a time) he 
kept it for rhe fweetnefle ; but, in the 
end, cauled the fexton of that church, 
to bury it amongit other bones taken 
out of their charnell,” &c.

O my former inftance of the long 
feries of calamities which affiréted 
the Piercy family, I now defire to add 
a fimilar acccu»t of the great perfon- 
ages who have been earls and dukes of 


Gloucefter. The fir I thall: mention 
is John Piantaganet, whom Richard I; 
made Ear! of Gloucefter, 1189, afs 
terwards King of England. This 
unfortunate Prince, during his tur- 
buient reign, loft all his foreign do-~ 
minions, infamoufly furrendered his 
crown tu the Pope, and was, at laft, 
poifoned by a monk of Swinefhead 
abbey, 1216, leaving his kingdom ia 
the power of rebellious fubjects or fo- 
reign enemies, and his fucceffor an in- 
fant.--- Geoffery Mandeville, Earl of 
Effex and Gloucefter, was killed ata 
tournament. Gilbert Clare, Eart of 
Gloucefter, was flain at the baitle of 
Bannockburn, 1314. Hugh Dcfpen. 
cer, the younger, Earl of Glouceiter, 
was hanged at Hereford, 1326. Tho- 
mas Plantaganet; Duke of Gloucef- 
ters was ftifled at Calais, 1397. Tho- 
mas Defpenfer, Earl of Gloucefter, 
rettored to the tithe by Richard II. was 
beheaded at Cirencetter, in 1400, hav- 
ing taken up arms, with other lords, 
to reftore King Richard. Humphry 
Plantaganet, Duke of Gloucefter, was 
murdered, by the procurement of Mar- 
garet of Anjou, Queen of Henry VI. 
an. 1447. Richard, Duke of Glou- 
cefter, afterwards Richard TIi. was 
flain at the baitle of Botworth, 1483. 
Henry Siuart, Duke of Gloucetter, 
died juft after the Refloration, in 1660, 
aged twenty one. William Stuart, 
Duke of Gloncefter; died in 1700, 
aged eleven, Frederick, Duke of 
Gioucefter, afterwsrds Prince of 
Wales, experienced the frowns of 
fortune, and did in the bloom of 
life, 1751.

Of this immenfe territory, which is 
lefs known than any part of the Britith 
dominions, avarice having here little 
to feed on, this article exhibits a very 
accurate draught as far as the author 
went, which was to the latitude of 59° 
to’, having a fall veffel and an In- 
dian with him, who was acquainted 
with every rock and fhoal on the coaft: 
and the reafon that all other charts are 
fo erroneous, he fays, is owing to the 

-coaft being bordered by innumerable 
iflands, many of them fo diftant from 
the main land, that a thip of burthen 
would fail a great way along the coaft, 
without being able to form any no- 
tion of its true fituation. Annexed 
are fome curious obfervations ‘* on the 
climate,” which is extremely rigorous, 
fumnmer beginning in July and ending 
in September ; ‘* on the foil,’’ which 
is barren and rocky; ‘ the natural 
produtions,” which are few, the trees 
being chiefly {pruce and pine, and the 
animals rein-deer, bears, wolves, foxes, 
porcupines, mountain-cats, martins, 
beavers, otters, hares, ermine, eagles, 
hawks, horn-owls, and the red- game, 
whales, cod-fifh, and falmon; ‘* on 
the inhabitants,” who, little removed 
from a ftate of nature, are in a con- 

{tant (tate of war, and are accuhomed 

to deftroy the aged and decrepid, when 

they become uielefs ard burthenfome ; 

** on the Efquimaux,” the inhabitants 

of the northern fea - coalt, who are 

indifputably from Greenland, and are 
ftrangers both to jealoufy and con- 
tention; and ** on their numbers,” 
which this writer fuppofes not to ex- 

ceed 1623.

Snails preferved many years in Mr.

In the firtt of thefe letters, which 
is dated frgm Dublin, 22 Jan. 1774, 
Dr. Macbride relates, that, after a par- 
ticular fhell (one of nine which had 
before revived) had lain about ten mi- 
nutes in a gla(s of water that had the 
cold barely taken off, he faw the fnail 
come out, and afterwards, being put 
intoa bafon, crawl up towards the edge 
of it, and wander about for upwards 
of an hour. This fhell being pre- 
fented to him by Mr. Simon, he fent 
it to Sir John Pringle, P, R. S. but 
as fome of the members of that fo- 
ciety could not believe but thas Mr. 
Simon had been impofed on by his 
fon, who, as they imagined, fuoftituted 
frefh thells for thofe which his father 
had given him to play with, Mr, Si- 
mon (who is a merchant of character 
and veracity, and lives in the heart of 
Dublin) affirms that his fon had no 
fuch opportunity, being then confined 
to the houfe by a cold, and is pofitive 
that they are the fame which were 
given to the boy, and had been in the 
cabinet for upwards of fifteen years. 
Major Vallanty, and Dottors Span, 
Quin, and Rutty, faw the revivilcence, 
and examined the fhells, moft of which 
Mr. Simon has fince prefented to the 
Bifhop of Derry, and other friends, 
though all but one, it feems, have 
died, by heing kept, it is fuppoied, 
too long in water. 

This extraordinary incident, fo much 
out of the hitherto obferved courte of 
nature, Dr. Macbride hopes, wil! be 
the means of exciting naturalifts to 
enquire into the extent of vitality in 
the lower orders of animals. 

Art, XLII. The Bill of Mortality 
of the Town of Warrington, for the 
Year 1773.

The great over-balance of burials is 
owing to the {mall-pox, which has 


raged 
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raged here with uncommon malignity ; 
and, ftrange to fay, not ten were ino- 
culated, who all did well, yet their 
example could not overcome fome ac+ 
cidental prejudices. An imeculating- 
hofpital in every county would be a 
public blefling, as, befides prejudice, 
the poor are often deterred by the idea 
of expence. 

The table of ages and conditions is 
drawn up with great exaétnels, and 
may be very ufeful in ca)culations. 

Art. XLIV. Of the filling of 
Waves by Means of Oil. Extra&ed 
Srom fundry Letters between Benyawin 
Franklin, £. £2. D. William Brown- 
rigg, M. D. and the Rev. Mr. Favihh. 

This property of oil is mentioned 
by Pliny, as known particularly to the 
divers of his time, but has heen gene- 
rally confidered as chimerical. In thefe 
leiters, however, the faét is placed be- 
yond difpute, as will appear from the 
following extra&: 

“ In 1757,” fays Dr Franklin, 
*¢ being at fea ina fleet of 96 fail, bound 
againft Louifbourg,] obferved the wakes 
of two of the fhips to be a 
{mooth, while all the others were ruf- 
fied by the wind, which blew frehh. Be- 
ing puzzled with the differing appear- 
ance, I at Jafl pointed it out to our 
captain, and afked bim the meaning of 
if ? ** The cooks,” fays he, ** have, I fup- 
pole, been jult emptying their grealy 
water through the {cuppers, which has 
greafed the fides of thote fhips a Jittle :*” 
and this anfwer he gave with an air of 
fome little contempt, as to a perfor ig- 
norant of what every body elfe knew. 
In my own mind [ at firtt flighted his fo- 
lution, thowgh I was not able to think 
of another: but recolle&ting what [ 
had formerly read in Pliny, 1 refolved 
to make fome experiment of the cffeét 
of oil on water, when I thould have op- 
portunity. 

** Afterwards, being again at fea, in 
3762, I fit obierved the wonderful 
quietnefs of oil on agitated water, in 
the {winging gla(s lamp I made to hang 
up in.the cabin, as deferibed in my 
printed papers, p. 438 of the fourth 
edition. This I was continually look- 
ing at and confidering as an appearance 
to me inexplicable. An old fea cap- 
tain, then a paflenger with me, thought 
little of it, fuppofing it an effedt of the 
fame kind with that of oil put on water 
to fmooth it, which he faid was a prac- 
tice of the Bermudians when they would 
ftrike fith, which they conid not fee, if 
the furface of the water was ruffled by 





the wind. This praétice I had never 
before heard of, and was obliged to him 
for the information ; though I thought 
him miftaken as to the famenefs of the 
experiment, the operations being d:ffe- 
rent, as well as she effeéts. In one 
cafe, the water is fmooth till the oil is 
put on, and then becomes agitated; in 
the other it !s agitated before the oi} is 
applied, and then becomes fmooth.— 
The fame gentleman told me, he had 
heard it was a praétice with the fither- 
men of Lifbon, when abont to return 
into the river, (if they faw before them 
too great a fu:f upon the bar, which 
they apprehended might fill their boats 
in pafling) to empty a bottle or two of 
oil into the fea, which would fupprefs 
the breakers, and allow them to pafs 
fafely : a confirmation of this I have 
not fince had an opportunity of obtain- 
ing. But dilcourting of it with ano- 
ther perfon, who had often been in the 
Mediterranean, I was informed that the 
divers there, who, when under water 
in their bufinefs, need hight, which the 
curling of the turface inter:upts by the 
refraétions of fo many little waves, let 
a fmal] quantity of oil now and then 
out of thir mouths, which rifing to the 
furface finooths it, and permits tne light 
to come down to them.—All thefe in- 
formations I at times revolved in my 
mind, and wondered to find no men- 
tion of them in our books of experi- 
mental philofophy. 

* At length, being at Claphe.n, 
where there 1s, on the common, a Jarge 
pond, which I obferved to be one day 
very rough with the wind, I fetched 
out a cruct of oiJ, and diopt a little of 
it on the water. I faw it tpread itfelf 
with furprifing fwiftnefs upon the (ur- 
face; but the effe&t of {moothing the 
waves was not produced ; for I had ap- 
plied it firft on the teeward fide of the 
pond, where the waves were largetl, and 
the wind drove my oil back upon the 
fhore. I then went to the windward 
fide, where they began to form; and 
there the oil, thongh not more than a 
tea-{poonful, produced an inflant calm 
over a fpace feveral yards fquaie, 
wiich fpread amazingly, and extended 
itfelf gradually till it reached the lee- 
fide, making al! that quarter of the 
pond, perhaps half an acre, as fmooth 
as a looking-glafs. 

«© After this, I contrived to take 
with me, whenever I went into the 
country, 2 little oil in the upper hol- 
low joint of my bamboo-cane, with 
which I might repeat the exp.riment as 
opper- 
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it conftantly to fucceed, 

* In thele experiments, one circum- 
ftance firuck me with particular fur- 
prize. This was the fudden, wide, 
and forcible fpreading of a diop of oil, 
on the face of the water, which I do 
not know that any body has hitherto 
confidered. If adrop of @il is put on 
a polifhed marble table, or on a look- 
ing glafs that lies horizontally, the 
drop remains in its place, {preading 
very little; but, when put on water, 
it. fpreads inftantly many feet round, 
becoming (0 thin as to produce the prif- 
matic colours, for a confiderable fpace, 
and beyond them fo much thinner as 
to be invilible, except in its effect of 
fmoothing the waves at a avach greater 
diftance. It feems as if a mutual re- 
pulfion between its particles took place 
as foon as it touched the water, and a 
vepulfion fo flrong as to a& on other bo- 
dies (wimming on the surface, as Rraws, 
leaves, chips, &c. forcing them to re- 
. cede every way from the drop, as from 
a center, leaving a large clear fpace. 
The quantity of this force, and the dif- 
tance to which it will operate, I have 
not yet afcertained; but I think it a 
curious enquiry, and | wigs to under-

THE extra&s which we fhall 
now infert we chufe to fele& rather 
from the defcriptive than the moral 
parts of this work, as tlis is the Art 
time that our author has appeared in 
the charagter of a traveller, having hi- 
therto been a Rambler only in his ttudy, 
Befides, common occurrences related 
by him fem uncommoa, and drofs, 


by 
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by his touch, is turned into gold. For 
inftance : 

«¢ Having furmounted the hill of Ra- 
tiken, we were told, that at Glenelg, 
on the fea-fide, we fhould come to a 
houfe of lime, and flate, and glafs. 
This image of magnificence raifed our 
expeétation. At lait wecame to our 
inn, weary and peevifh, and began to 
enquire for meat and beds. 

‘* Of the provifions the negative ca- 
talogue was very copious. 
no meat, no milk, no bread, no eggs, 
no wine. We did not exprefs much 
fatisfa&tion. Here, however, we were 
to ay. Whilky we might have, and, 
I believe, at lait, they caught a fowl, 
and kiiled it. We'had fome bread, 
and with that we prepared ourfelves to 
be contented, when we had a very emi- 
nent proof of Highland hofpitality. 
Along fome miles of the way, in the 
evening, a gentleman’s fervant had 
kept us company on foot, with very 
little notice on our part. He left us 
near Glenelg, and we thought on him 
no more, till he came to us again, in 
about two hours, with a prefent from 
his mafer, of rum @»! fugar. The 
man had mentioned his company, and 
the gentleman, whofe name, I think, 
is Gordon, well knowing the penury 
of the place, had this attention to two 
men, whofe names, perhaps, he had 
not heard, by whomm- his kindnels 
was not likely to he ever repaid, and 


who could be recommended to him on-. 


ly by their neceflities. 

‘© We were now to examine our 
lodging. Out of one of the beds, on 
which we were to repofe, ftarted up, 
at our entrance, 2 man, black as a 
Cyclops from the forge. Other cir- 
cumftances, of no elegant recital, con- 
curred to dijguft us, -We had been 
frighted, by a lady at Edinburgh, with 
difcouraging reprefentations of High- 
Jand lodgings. Sleep, however, was 
neceflary. Our Highlanders * had, at 
Jaft, found fome hay, with which the 
inn could not fupply them. I direé&- 
ed them to bring a. bundle into the 
room, and flept upon it in my riding- 
coat. Mr. Bofwell, being more deli- 
cate, laid himfelf theets, with hay 
over and under him, and lay in linen, 
like a gentleman.” 

To this coarfe fare, we will now ex- 
hibit a pleafing contraft.

* Our reception fat Mr. Macleod's, 
the Laird of Raafay,} exceeded eur ex- 
pectations. We found nothing but 
civility, elegance, and plenty. After 
the ufual refrefhments, and the ufval 
converfation, the evening came upon 
us. The carpet ‘was’ then rolled off 
the floor, the mufician was called, and 
the whole company was invited to 
dance; nor did ever fairies trip with 
— alacritys. The general air of 

eftivity which predominated in this 

place, fo far remote from/’all thofe re- 

gions which the mind has been uled to _ 
contemplate as the. manfions of plea- 

fure, ftruck the imagination with a de- 

lightful furprife, analogous to that 

which is felt at an unexpested emeifion 

from darknefs into light. 

‘¢ When it was time to fup, the 
dance ceafed, and fix-and-thirty per- 
fons fat down to two tables in the fame 
room, After fupper, the ladies fung 
Erfe fongs, to which I liftened, as an 
Englith audience to an Italian opera, 
delighted with the found of words which 
I did not underftand. 

«* T enquired the fubjeéts of the 
fongs, and'was told of one that it was 
a love-fong, and of another that it was 
a farewel, compoftd by one of the 
iflanders that was going, in this epi- 
demical fury of emigration, to feek 
his fortune in America.: What fenti- 
ments’ would rife, on fuch an occas 
fion, in the heart ef one who had not 
been taught to lament by precedent, I 
fhoyld gladly have known ; but the 
lady by whoin I fat thought hertelf not 
equal to the work of tranflating. . . 

** The family of Raafay confifts of 
the Laird, the Lady, three fons, and ten 
daughters. For the fons: there is a tu- 
tor in the houfe, and the Lady is faid 
to be very fkilful and diligent in the 
education of her girls. More gentle- 
nef of’ manners, ora more pleafing 
appearance of domettic fociety, is not 
found in the moft polithed countries. . . 

‘© Raafay has little thatcan detaina 
traveller, except the Laird and his fa- 
mily ; but their power wants no auxi- 
liaries. Such a feat of hofpitality, a- 
midft the winds and waters, fills the 
imagination with a delightful contra- 
riety of images. Without is the rough 
ocean and the rocky land, the beating 
billows and the howling ftorm ; with- 
in is plenty and elegance, beauty and 
gaiety, the fong and thé dance. In 
Raafay, if I could have found an U- 
lyffes, I had fancied a Phaacia.”

“¢ The 
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s¢ The only inhabitants of Inch 
Kenneth (an ifland a mile long, and 
half a mile broad) were Sir Allan 


Maclean, and two young ladies, his 


daughters, with their fervants. 

** Romance does not often exhibit a 
fcene that ftrikes the imagination more 
than this little defert, in thefe depths 
of weftern obfcurity, occupied not by 
a grofs herdfman, or amphibious fihh- 
erman, but bya gentleman and two 
ladies, of high birth, polifhed man- 
ners, and elegant conyerfation, who, 
in a habitation raifed not very far above 
the ground, but furnifhed with unex- 
pected neatnefs and convenience, prac- 
tifed all the kindnefs of hofpitality, and 
refinement of courtefy. 

‘¢ Sir Allan is the chieftain of the 
great clan of Maclean, which is faid 
to claim the fecond place among the 
Highland families, yielding only to 
Macdonald. Though, by the mif- 
conduct of his anceftors, moft of the 
extenfive territory, which would have 
defcended to him, has been alienated, 
he ftill retains much of the dignity and 
authority of his birth. When foldiers 
were lately wanting for the American 
war, application was made to Sir Al- 
Jan, and he nominated a hundred men 
for the fervice, who obeyed the fum- 
mons, and bore arms under his com- 
mand. 

‘* He had then, for fome time, re- 
fided, with the young ladies, in Inch 
Kenneth, where he lives not only 
with plenty, but with elegance, hav- 
ing conveyed to his cottage a col- 
leétion of books, and what elfe is ne- 
ceffary to make his hours pleafant.... 
**Weall walked together to the manfion, 
where we found one cottage for Sir 
Allan, and, I think, two more for 
the domeftics and the offices. We en- 
tered, and wanted nothing that palaces 
afford. Our room was neatly floored, 
and well-lighted; and our dinner, 
which was dreffed in one of the other 
huts, was plentiful and delicate. 

** In the afternoon, Sir Allan re- 
minded us, that the day was Sunday, 
which he never fuffered to pafs without 
fome religious diftingtion, and invited 
us to partake in his aéts of domeftic 
worthip ; which, I hope, neither Mr. 
Bofwell nor myfelf will be fufpected 
of a difpofition to refufe. The elder 
of the ladies read the Englih fervice.” 

For their hofpitality, the Lairds of 
Inch Kenneth, Raafay, &c, are amply 
sewarded, as, though not written in 


Erfe, thefe elogiums, we prophefy, 
will furvive the works of Offian. 

But, tho’ many individuals among 
the Scots will be pleafed with this 
publication, and with the grateful tef- 
timonies that are paid to their kindnefs 
and civility, yet, by the nation in ge- 
neral, and by the Highlanders in par- 
ticular, we cannot think that it will 
be perufed with fatisfaétion. The at- 
tack upon Offian and the Erfe will of- 
fend fome, the imputation of credulity, 
vanity, and deception, will difpleafe 
others, and the ‘¢ mediocrity of know- 
ledge,” which alone is allowed them, 
will exafperate the numerous and iraf- 
cible {warms of pedagogues and tutors. 
The minifters, however, have no rea- 
fon to complain, as, on the learning 
and regularity of thofe in the iflands, 
Dr. Johnfon bettows praife without ex- 
ception, though not without wifhing 
that thofe whom he refpected ¢* were not 
Prefbyterians,” and lamenting ‘¢* the 
malignant influence of Calvinifin,” in 
the deftruction of churches and chapels, 
as a prelude to the decay of religion. 

Among many excellences of fenti- 
ment and diétion, we cannot but re« 
mark fome ftriking peculiarities. Tho* 
** there is no difaffeétion at the High 
land tables,” and no difloyal health 
was ever offered to him, yet, through 
the whole journey,’ our traveller has 
avoided not only every modern field of 
battle, but alfo the invidious word’re- 
bellion, and, inits ftead, has always 
fabftituted ** the laft revolution,” “the 
Jate infurrection,” or * final conqueft 
of the Highlands.’ In one place, the 
pride of the Highlanders is faid to be 
‘© crufhed by the heavy hand of a vin- 
diétive conqueror ;*’ and, in another, a 
compliment (already noticed) is paid 
to the courage and fidelity of the fair 
protectrefs of the young Chevalier. 
The iaw which has changed the drefs 
of the clans, our author fays, has pro- 
duced much difcontent, and that which 
has difarmed them expofes them (he 
thinks) to foreign invaders. The a- 
bolition of the local jurifdi€tions has 
induced the Lairds and landholders to 
raife their rents, and to this he afcribes 
the late alarming emigrations. To 
difincline them from coalefcing with 
the Americans, he recommends the 
indulging them in their national drefs ; 
to reconcile them to their country, he 
would reftore their arms ; and to pre- 
vent their flying from the increate of 
rent, he would reftrain the landlords 

in

in their demands, The wife and equal 
diftribution of right, and the tetal cef=. 
faiion of rapine and robbery, he, how- 
ever, allows to be the coufequence of: 


regular itinerant judges. In regard to 
the fecond fight, which all the iflanders, 
except the minifters, ftill admit, tho” 
rather more is faid for it than againit 
it, our author ‘ came away, at laft, 
only willing to believe,” and never 
could advance his curiofity to convic- 
tion. 

Such are fome of the outlines of this 
matterly performance, which, whate- 
ver opinion the $cors may entertain of 
it, is, we doubt not, a faithful repre- 
fentation, both of men and manners, 
and, as fuch, highly acceptable, though 
our author came too late to fee the pe- 
culiarity that he expeéted. But, what- 
ever he faw, whatever he has defcribed, 
will now be perpetuated ; and, tho’ 
the buildings of Icolmkill are mcul- 
dering into duft, and tlie young Laird 
of Col is infenfible of praife, readers 
yet unborn will feel their picty warm- 
ed by the ruins of Iona, and their fen- 
fibility touched by the untimely fate of 
amiable Maclean.

FOR an account of this Jady’s Let- 
ters on the Improvement of the Mind, 
fec Vol. XLIII. p. 240. All who are 
acquainted with that publication will 
need no other inducement to perufe 
this. Thefe Mifcellanies, which we 
are forry to fay are but few, confift of 
three eflays in prole, viz. ‘* 1. On af. 
fe&tation and fimplicity. 2. On con- 
verfation. 3. Onenthufaim, and indiffe- 
rence in religion.” To which is add- 
ed, ** The Story of Fidelia”, which 
made its firft appearance in the Ad- 
venturer, No. 77, 78, 79. Of the 
poems, the rft was * written during a 
violent fturm at midnight, 1749 5” the 
ad was ‘ occafioned by reading Mr, 
Edwards’s fonnets, 1749 ;"° to which 
Mr. Edwards has returned a polite 
anfwer: thefe are followed by a fonnet 
*¢ to a Robin Red-breaft,” and odes 
** to Health, 17503 to Stelia; to Peace, 
1745 (the author’s firft poetical at- 
tempt) ; to Solitude ; and to Winter; 
Summer, tranflated trom Metaftafio ; 
a fonnet, alfo from the Italian; and 
an irregular ode to Mrs. Elizabeth 
Carter,” prefixed to her tranflation of 
Epitetus, ‘‘ but, as many perfons read 
poetry who do not read philofophy,” 
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reprinted here, 


To that lady, whofe 
worth Mrs. Chapone prefers * to all 
the learning and genius which has 
gained her the general admiration of 
the world,” this colle&tion is dedicat- 
ed, as to her, and her ‘* admirable 
friend, Mrs. Montagu," we are in- 


debted for the publication of it, And 
even without * {uch fupporters”, there 
can be no doubt, that fuch merit and 
modetty, a fancy fo chaitifed, and 1e- 
ficétions fo ufeful and improving, muft 
not only “ fecure” their author from 
** contempt,”” but entitle her to the 
kindnefs and applaufe of the public. 
The * ferioutneis’* with which the 
profe effays are ** tin&tured”, will be 
no objection to them with that clafs of 
readers, whom Mrs. Chapone would 
be moft defirous of pleafing ; though 
at the fame time they muft lament 
that this ‘* prevailing habit’ of her 
mind has been owing to ‘ affliftion.” 
Of the fift effay we thall now tran- 
{cribe the conclufion, as a feafonable 
antidote to the poifon ciffufed by a late 
publication. 

‘© Whoever . . . defires to pleafe, 
to be refpested and beloved, let him 
fix give his attention to the in- 
ward tiate of his mind, When all is 
right there, outward elegancies may be 
ealily attained, or the want of them 
eafily excufed ; but if nature and the 
heart have no thare in digtating his be- 
haviour, his looks, and his fentiments, 
he may be a fop, a dancing- matter, a 
courtier, or a {py ; but he can never be 
an amiable man. 

«© This the noble writer, whofe let- 
ters to his fon have lately engaged the 
attention of the public, ieems to have 
forgotten. Intent on thofe worldly 
advantages, which cannot be attained 
without the good-will of mankind, he 
unweariedly recommends and enforces 
the appearances of al) that he thinks 
engaging ; but forgets that thole ap- 
pearauces mul be the refult of real ex- 
cellencies, which he takes no pains to, 
inculcate. Even * fweetnefs of coun- 
tenance he thinks may be put on and 
adjufted at the glafs, like the rouge and 
the bouquet; and that his fon may pof- 
fefs les manieres nobles, and all the 
charms of liberal and ingenuous 
youth, whilft in reality he regulates 
his ¢ friendfhips by his views of futue 
advancement, { conceals every paffion

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and fentiment of his own heart, and 
takes advantage of thofe of others ; 
whilft he fets no other bounds to his 
flattery, but thofe of the credulity of 
his companions, and lavifhes every 
mark of attention and admiration, of 
kindnefs and good- nature, with noother 
motive or end but his own advantage. 
The favourite maximwhich hisLordthip 
fo often repeats,* I! wolto /cialto, i pen- 
Feri firetti,” he thinks as practicable as 
it is convenient; forgetting that an open 
countenance is the index nature gave 
to an open inyenuous heart; and that 
the beft teacher can hardly bring a 
youth of nineteen to fuch perfection in 
hypocrify, as to give bis face and air 
the franknefs proper to his age, and his 
mind the cunning and defign of an old 
flare(man. But, God be praifed! we 
are not conftituted to be the dupes of 
every fhailow artifice, and a hypocrite 
under twenty has very little chance of 
making**the world his bubble.’* Scarce- 
ly even the weakeft of that fex, which 
his Lordfhip confiders as far below ra- 
tionality +, wouid be much charmed 
with a youth who had been tutored by 
his father to make love { wherever he 
went, becaufe it was cheaper and fafer 
to have an arrangement with a martied 
woman of fafhion, than to keep an o- 
pera-girl. It is impoffible to think of 
this in a moral light without a degree 
of horror which obfcures the ridicule 
of it. That fuch precepts fhould have 
been the inftruStions of a father to his 
fon, and that they fhould be publicly 
offered to the youth of a nation, where 
the facrednefs of marriage, and the 
bonds of family-love, are not yet en- 
tirely exploded, are indeed moft alarm- 
ing fymptoms of corruption, The 
mean felf-loye, which is thus incu!ca- 
ted, at the expence of the moft impor- 
tant interefts of fociety, muft thew itfelf 
through the whole man, in fpite of the 
frippery in which his Lordfhip would 


drefs him, Elegance of mind can alone. 


produce true elegance of behaviour.

exempiify the meaning of the word 
Quatrain, with the name of Mrs.Mulfo

to the literary world. 

The reception given to thefe Mi/cel- 
lanies will, we hope, induce the writer 
to add to them, and difprove the afler- 
tion of the bookfeiler, that * this and 


the Letters (above mentioned) completé 
the works of Mrs. Chapone.” 


8. Cutfory Remarks on Tragedy, on 
Shakefpeare, and on certain Fiench 
and italian Poets, principally Tra- 
gedians. %vo. Owen. 

THIS writer, who is faid to be a 

grandfon of the late Bifhop Thomas, 
of Salifbury, (to ufe his own words) 
“* has prefumed to be fevere in his ftric~ 
tures on Shakefpeare, the idol of his 
countrymen ; in whofe praifes ‘fo ma- 
ny productions have lately appeared, 
and written too with great ingenuity 
and plaufibility.”” In particular, he 
infitts, that a ftri€&t adherence to the 
unities is indifpenfibly neceflary, in op- 
pofition to Dr. Johnfon, who has af- 
firmed, that ** time may be extend- 
ed,” and that there is no abfurdity in 
** allowing that {pace to reprefent firft 
Athens, and then Sicily, which was 
always known to be neither Sicily, nor 
Athens, but a modern theatre.” On 
the contrary, our author, in his in- 
troduétion, endeavours to prove that 
the rules prefcribed by Ariftoile and 
Quintilian are confonant to reafon, and 
are adopted by writers of judgment, ge- 
nius, and tafte of all nations. The 
fcene of the grave-digge:s in Hamlet, 
to the credit of the prefent times (he 
fays) now omitted, the untimely fate 
of Lear and Cordelia, “* the hoary 
and venerable Lear, and the amiable, 
the dutiful, the innocent Cordelia,” 
are particularly reprobated by our cri- 
tic, who, in lus attempts to pluck the 
Jaurel from the brow of this favourite 
bard, has entered the lifts with the juft- 
ly-admired author of Remarks on bis 
Writings and Genius, whom, by the 
way, though he occafionally compli- 
ments her merit, he dots not name, 
nor even allude to ber fex. After 
comparing the tragedies of Shakefpeare 
to an unnatural aod monftrous- 
‘¢ their parts,” being ‘* beautiful, their 
whole fnconfiftent,” he proceeds as fol- 
lows : **And is then poor Shakefpeare 
to be excluded from the number of 
good tragedians ? He is; but let him 
be banifhed, like Homer from the re- 
public of Plato, with marks of dif- 
tinGtion and veneration ; and may his 
forehead, like the Grecian bard’s, be 
bound with an honourable wreath of 
ever-blooming flowers! 

“© If after what J] have faid, any 
paffionate admirer of Shakefpeare hall 
think, that I hold cheap the idol of his 
heart,heis miftaken: I too can willingly 
offer incenfe at the fame fhrine; I “— 

fee 
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feel with an equal degree of tranfport 
all his ‘unrivalled ftrokes of nature, all 
his wonderful defeviptive and creative 
powers ; can love with Romeo, be 
jealous with Othello, can moralize 
with Hamlet, grow diftraéted with 
Lear ; but I cannot ta}k bawdy with 
Mercutio, nor intoxicate myfelf with 
Caffio ; I cannot play the fool with 
Polonius, nor the puppy with Oftrick. 
In fine, whilft we confider thee, O di- 
vine Shakefpeare, in any other light 
than that of a tragic poet, 

—-—tibi maturos largimur honores, 
Nil oriturum alias, nil ortum talé fa» 

tentes.” 

The fame plea which is urged in de- 
fence of the ‘* grotefque and mifhapen 
tragedies” of the Britifh bard, viz. 
the tafte of the times, is alleged by our 
critic in behalf of Corneille, the man- 
ners of his age being ftrongly tinfiur- 
éd with the {pirit of chivalry and ro-' 
mance, and the fury of duelling, and 
on thefe grounds the love-intrigues, 
the infipid confidants, and the tedious, 
romantic, and extravagant dialogue of 
the Frenchman, are as excufeable (he 
thinks) as the murder and bloodthed, 
the impertinent buffoons, and the low, 
vulgar, and indecent difcourfe of the 
Briton. Corneille, he allows, does 
not fo often rife to the fublime, fome- 
times alfo he deviates into the turgid, 
bombatt, and obfcure, but feldom does 
he fwerve from the laws of propriety and 
decorum, or from thofe sules, the ob- 
fervance of which feems effentially ne- 
ceflary. As atragic writer, eur cri- 
tic places Corneille above his rival, and 
thinks an additional allowance fliould 
be made in his favour by the neceffity 
of compofing in rhime. This author 
begins with refeusng Cinna from the 
cenfwe of the remarker, by obferving 
that the tedious foliloguy, which the 
ridicules, is generally difapproved and 
omitted by the French themfelves; with 
the ferocity of Emilia, he contrafts the 
more favage, nay the monftrous cha- 
ratter of Lady Macbeth ; and, on the 
whole, thinks this tragedy lefs dif- 
guiting than the vulgar dialogue of 
carpenters and coblers in theJulius Cz- 
fav of Shakefpeare, or the chopt hands, 
greafy night. caps, and ftinking breaths, 
fo minutely défcribed by Cafca. If 
Emilia is odious for her ingratitude, 


Brutus (he adds) muft appear equally 


fo, and for the fame reaions. Some 
ftri€tures are annexed on the Horace, 
Rodogune, and Polyeulte. 
In difcuffing the merits of Racine, 
Gent. Mac. Feb. 1775. 


Hoy 
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“ unequal to Corneille in majefty and 
fublimity of ftyle, but far his fuperior 
in the tender and pathetic,” our author 
confiders the queftion whether love is a 
fit fubje& for the ftage or not, which 
he very properly determines in the af- 
firmative ; for (as he obferves) “to 
fay that love is the leatt theatrical of 
all the paffions, is to know but little 
of human nature.” The paragons of 
abfurdity, produced by Mrs. Montagu 
from the French tragedians, this author 
equals by paflages,. no lefs ridiculous, 
in Romeagnd Juliet, and endeavours 
to refcue from her lath the Hermione 
and Iphigenie. Here too he again 
thakes nepal on Shakefpeare for his 
breach of the unities in Hamlet and 
Othello, and for his inaccuracies and 
anachronifms in Troilus and Creffida, 
Coriolanus,and the MidfummerNight’s 
Dream. Scene 2. at 2. of Iphiginie 
(here quoted) has, doubtlefs, great 
merit; and Athaliah all impartial 
readers mult allow with him to bea 
mafter-piece of dramatic compofition. 

But all the perfeétion, of which the 
French drama is capable, feems (we are 
told) to have been referved for Vol- 
taire. ‘* With a due obfervance of 
dramatic Jaws, with a tafte perhaps 
unequalled, and a genius fuperior to 
moit men, he has boldly, but judici- 
oufly, dared to make innovations on. 
the French theatre, and to ftrike out 
for himfelf a path to fame and ims 
mortality, unknown to, or at leaft un- 
trodden by, any of his predeceffors.” 
Of his Semiramis, in particular, feveral 
of the beauties and defeéts are here 
developed. Voltaire js allowed to be 
a bad tranflator, not from his igno- 
rance, this writer thinks, of our lan- 
guage, but from his tranflating too li- 
terally; but, to proye that the French 
have good imitators, he quotes an imi- 
tation of the dialogue between Horace 
and Lydia, written indeed with truly 
Horatian tendernefs and naiveté by 
the Duke de Nivernois. 

With a view of refcuing the Italian 
poets from the neglect that has been 
unjuftly fhewn them, he proceeds to 
inveltigate the beauties of the Sopho- 
nifoa of Trifino, Ambaffador and 
Nuncio from the Pope to the Em- 
perors Maximilian and Charles V. 
and the pitron and inttructor of Pal- 
ladio, the firft tragedy of reputation, 
not only among the Italians, but in 
any modern language; the Ro/mun- 
da of Ruccellai, which is an impe: fe& 
copy of the Antigone of Sophocles ; 
the 








9° 
the Torri/mondo. of Tajo, a work, 
which, though ill adapted to a thea- 
trical reprefenta'ion by the enormous 
length of its fpzeches, yet breathes the 
animated {pirit of genuine and fublime 
poe ry; the well-known Merope of 
Maffei, a tragedy not only interefting 
and pleafing, but highly moral and 
inftru&tive ; and La Clemenza di Tito 
of Metaftafo, an opera, which is here 
juftly confidered as a tragic compofi- 
tion, abounding, like all his writings, 
with elegant fimplicity, wonderful har- 
mony, and the moft exquifite fenfibi- 
lity. Our author refcues Taffo from 
the undeferved cenfures of Boileau, 
and other faftidious French critics, 
echoed by Addifon and others in Eng- 
Jand; and thews that the author of the 
papers on pattoral poetry in the Guar- 
dian, and, on his authority, Mr. Jo- 
fiph Warton, have condemned an ab- 
furdity which does not exift in Aminta, 
He thews, too, that if Taffo is guilty 
of a few conceits and inaccuracies of 
fty'e, Pope has committed much grof- 
fer errors in his paftorals, elegant as 
they are. Among the clinguant, too, 
of the Jerufalem, our remarker difco- 
vers fome genuine and native gold, 
particularly the fublime defcription of 
the devil, which he prefers to that of 
Satan and his {pecch (imitated from it 
in the Paradife Loft),and the mimitable 
defcription and character of Armida. 
He dete&s, alfo, another miftake of 
Mr. Warton, copied from Mambrun, a 
French je‘uit, in afferting that “ God- 
frey, who is called the hero of the 
piece, executes no one thing worthy 
notice,’ and that “ it is Rinaldo who 
kills all the principal leaders of the 
enemy,” as Emireno, the leader and 
commander of the Egyptians, falls by 
the hand of Godfrey, and not of Ri- 
maldo. (See Canto XX.) The ho- 
neft loves of Gildippe and Odoardo, 
the defcription of the King of Egypt, 
the death of Soliman’s page, the fi- 
miles of Taffo, in particular that of 
the Po, much fuperior to that of Vir- 
gil, from which it is imitated, and, 
above all, that wonder, delight, and 
enthufiatic fire, which are produced 
by his magic and enchantment, are al- 
léged as inftances of the true fubiime, 
and the work concludes with the fol-’ 
flowing remark : “* Many a perfon will 
be (a:i-fied with a careful and attentive 
peru/al of the Iliad: but there is that 
an the ZEneid and the Jerufalem, which 
renders it d ficult to lay them afide: 
there is that fafcinating power which 
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allures and engages the mind by fome 
fecret and invifiole charm, that fteals 
upon and captivates our affections, and 
that makes us unable to refign what we 
hold fo dear, without hefitation and 
regret.” 5 

Thefe remarks, on the whole, dif- 
play undoubted marks of tate, judg- 
ment, and erudition ; and though the 
enthuiaftic adorers ot Shakefpeare will 
fcarce forgive this facrilegious attack 
on that god of their idalatry, and many 
pethaps of his more rational admirers 
may think fome of thefe riticifins too 
fevere, it mu‘t be owned, that the 
French and Italian poets have found an 
able advocate and ally, and the dif- 
tinguifhed female champion of Shakes 
fpeare an antagonift. well worthy her 
notice, and (if poffible) her correce 
tion. 


g. An Account of the laf Expedition to 
Port Egmont, iz Falkland’s Iflands, 
in the Year 1772. Together with 
the Tranfadlions of the Company of 
the Penguin Shallop during ther 
Stay there. By Bernard Penrofe, 
Surgeon's Mate, 8vo. Johnfon. 
THIS varrative is written with great 

proptiety of charaéter, The author 

neither cenfures nor app!auds the mea- 
fure of governmcnt in evacusting the 
iflands in queftion, but exhibits a lively 
defcription of them, their foil, produc- 
tions,convenrences,and inconveniences; 
and adds a brief relation of the prin- 
cipal events that happened during his 
refidence in Falkland harbqur. 
Among the indigenous productions 
of the iflands, Mr. Penrofe mentions 
one fo exceesingly different from any 
thing ever feen by him in other places, 
that he was at a lofs at firlt to know 
how to clafs it; but, upon accurate 
obfervation, found it to belong to the 
vegetable world. The fize was va- 
rious, according to the different age of 
the piant; and the outward appearance 
was like that of a round hillock, fome- 
times two feet in height, and near nine 
in circumference, covered with a kind 
of velvet cruft, fimilar to thole clumps 
of mofs which grow on the roofs of 
houfes. This coat was an inch and 

a half in thicknefs, and would bear a 

man to fit on it; buat, when broken 

through, # exhibited a fight that at 
firt was furprizing ; for the whole ca- 
vity was filled with an infinite number 

of fimail ftaiks, edged with very dimi- 

nutive leaves, exactly like thofe of the 

fir, to which it bore a near refemblance 
in 
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in anether refpe&t, viz. that the juice 
of it appeared very refinous, and the 
top of each hillock. was fpangled with 
numberlefs exudations of various mag- 
nitudes, from the fize of a large pin's 
head, to that of a hazel-nut, brown on 
the outfide, but white within. ** Thefe 
drops, fays he, feemed analagous, both 
in tafte and {mell, to the Gum Am- 
moniac ; but we could not difcover, by 
repeated experiments, that they had any 
medicinal virtue. Sometimes a few of 
the internal branches would pufh thro’ 
the furface, and then the leaves being 
more expanded, they looked like myr- 
tles in miniature. Moft of the iflands 
are covered with heath about a foot 
high, which in the fpring produces red 
berries in great abundance, on which 
the land g-efe feed at that feafon. In- 
termixed with the h-ath, fern grows 
plentifully ; but near the thores no ve- 
getable is to be found, except penguin- 
prafs, which is a very coarfe fpecies, 


rifing to the height of fix or feven, and , 


fometimes ten feet, from a large hillock 
formed of the decayed leaves and ad- 
ventitious earth. Many acres within 
the beach are overfpread with thefe 
clumps, which at a diftance have very 
much the appearance of a coppice ; 
hut not a tree is to be found or any 
of thefe iflands. Amidft this penguin- 
grafs the fea-lions made their haunts : 
but here I muft remark, that the ani- 
mal called by us the fea lion, was dif- 
ferent from that fonamed in Lord An- 
fon's account. We had, indeed, the 
fpecies which he defcribes ; but our 
predeceffois, and we in imitation of 
them, gave the title of lion to a crea- 
ture of much fiercer afpe&t and grea‘er 
agility. This kind of lion, when ar- 
rived at the full growth, is fourteen 
feet long, and as big as a middle-fized 
bullock in the fore parts, but decreafes 
towards the tail, where it is divided 
into two large flippers,having five nails 
on each ; by the help of thefe, which 
‘they move fideways, and with their two 
forward ones, thefe creatures fcramble 
along the rocks as faft as a man can 
walk, but are foon tired, owing to 
their exceffive fatnefs, We never ate 
any of their flefh, except the heart and 
fiver of the young cubs, which were 
thought by us to be an excellent dith. 
Of the blubber, which is {pread over 
the whole body to the thicknefs of fix 
inches, we occafionally made moft ex- 
cellent train-oil for our lamps; and 
might foon have freighted a large vef- 
fel, if we had had occafion for it. 


or 
The countenance of this lion is thort 
and broad, like that of a bull. dog, 

but infinitely more favage ; the mane 

hangs very thick and rough about its 

ears ; and its mouth is armed with two 

Jong and crooked teeth in each jaw, fo 

ftrong, that they have not unfrequently 

{napped a large club intwo. An un- 

happy inktance of their ferocity a man 

belonging to the Hound floop expe- 

rienced, as he was attacking 2 very 

large one with a hand-fpike: the poor 

fellow’s foot flipping in difcharging his 

ftroke, the lion immediately feized him, 

and tore his right leg entirely off juft 

below the knee. The man was brought 

near twenty miles home to the fettle- 

ment, but only lived to undergo aa 

amputation. I¢ was obferved by a ma- 

rine, who was of the party, that, as 

foon as the animal had tafted the 

blood, he fet up a moft hideous roar, 

and retired tothe fea. The lionels is 
confiderably Jefs than the male, and 
always whelps her cubs on the fhore, 

of which the generaliy brings forth two 
ata birth: they are very fierce in de- 

fence of their young, but at other 
times are quite gentle and timid, Add 

to thefe the trunk-nofed feal; a crea- 
ture of a monftrous bulk, fome of-them 

twenty fix feet long ; the organ of 
whofe flomach, upon diffettion, was 
found to be a cartilaginous fubftance 
almoft as large as bone, and refitted 
the edge of the knife.” 

The quadsupeds were few; only a 
few foxes, goats, and rabbits, the 
Jatter of which had doub:lefs been 
imported : but of the feathered tribe 
they found a greater variety ; penguins, 
albatroffes, geefe both of the land and 
feakind, wild ducks, teals, fnipes, hawks, 
curlews, bitterns, plovers, and gulls, 

The fea is Rill more bountiful than 
the land, in the fupplies it affords at 
this place. Mullets they could take 
im very great abundance: finelts are 
common, though not in equal plenty 
with the former : and they often caught 
a fmal! fith about fix inches long, tran 
parent, and without ary circulating 
fluid of the colour of the blood ; thete 
made an exquifite difh, But of fhell- 
fith they had only clams, limpets, 
mufcles, and a few, but very {mall, 
fcallops. 

Of natural curiefities, Mr. Penrofe 
takes notice of a very remarkable ftony 
vein on the furface of the earth, com- 
pofed of innumerable fhort pillars of 
various fhapes, fome {quare, fome oc- 
tagon, and fome of other forms, feem- 


ingly

ingly heaped on each other without or- 
der or regularity. This road is moftly 
an hundied yards in breadth, and riiis 
from the main. ifland ‘tinder Byroh*s 
Sound over a hill on our ifland; froit 
thence it crofles the mouth of’ the hat- 
bour, palfés over another hill on Kep., 
pel’s Ifland, and then Joles itfelf“in 
the fea. This appears to refemble «he, 
Giant’s Caufeway in Ireland in its na- 
ture, only the whole is in a more rude 
and disjointed ftile. ge 
Among the events of greateft ¢on- 
fequence that happened during his te- 
fidence there, Mr. Penrofe relates ore 
which threw the whole company’ into, 
the greateft confternation. “* On the 
6th of November, fays he, a few of 
our people were gathering eggs at the 
diftance of about four milés from the 
fettlement; and as they wére boiling 
the kettle, a fpark from thé fire hap- 
pened to fly out among the penguin- 
rafs, fome of which, being dry as 
Fader, foon communicated the blazé 
to neighbouring clumps; and thus, 
within a hort t:me, the fire was fpread 
too far for their weak attempts to con- 
quer. Notice was given of the acci- 
dent as-quickly as poflible to our com- 
mander, who difpatched the mate, two 
midfhipmen, and a propotionable num- 
ber of hands,to éndeavour to extinguifh 
it; but, before they could get there, 
the flames had fpread too far for them 
to be of any fervice. The next day, 
in the afternoon, perceiving the fire to 
advance with great celerity towards our 
fettlement, we began to be very ap- 
prehenfive for our fafety. Accordingly, 
our attention was firft turned to our 
fhallop, which had been floated on 
fhore at a high fpring-tide, and had 
afterwards been fécured by fufficient 
fupports. The obje& of our imme- 
diate concern was to throw out the 
Dalla@, which we had put on board to 
fteady her, and to get every thing ready 
to haul her into the water : we were no 
Jefs bufy in getting the powder, flops, 
rovifions, &c. out of the florehoufe, 
in order to fhip them, in cafe of the 
worlt, The next morning we laboured 
to heave our fmall veffel off ; but, it 
being neap-tide, found we had not 
water enough by near four feet: at the 
fame time, the fire advancing fait round 
the hiils of our gardens, all the officers 
and people ran to ufe their urmoft ef. 
forts to put it out on that fide; and 
this to all appearance they happily er- 
fe&ed : but the next day the wind in- 
creafed, and blew the heath again ipto 
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a moft furious blaze, which renewed 
our apprehenfions of the danger of the 
ettlement, It was, indeed, a molt 
dreadful fcene ; the conflagration raged 
on every fide with the utmoft fury, an 
the horror of it was increafed by the 
dai knefg of the night. The wird blows 
ing at the fame time almoft an hurri- 
cane, carried the burning heath to a 
very great diftance, and beat down the 
moke upon. us fometimes to fo great 
a degree, that we were nearly fuffor 
cated. At length, however, the vio 
lérice of the fone: abated for want of 
thatter to fupply them, and we had the 
happinels to find the objects of our ans 
xiety to be in no further danger. The 
poor people were exceedingly fatigued, 
and many of them, together with their 
cloaths, were fadly fcorched, The 
furface of the ifland continued. burning 
feveral days, in fome places to the 
depth of two feet, and the extent of 
the fire was at leaft twenty. miles in 
circumference ; happily, at laft, it was 
extinguifhed by. a great fall of rain. 
Excepting the folicitude it occafioned 
among us for the prefervation of our 
buildings, there was no great damage 
fuftained hy this accident. Many feay 
lions, indeed, and an incredible num- 
ber of penguins, were deftroyed, as the 
wind was (o freth, that the heath wag 
fet in a blaze in various places at once, 
and the poor animals,being furraunded, 
knew not which way to retreat. The 
afzes proved a very good manure, and 
the new grafs {prung up fo foop, and 
fo gieen, that it. invited more geefe to 
take up their refidence among us than 
we had ever feen before. Our gardens, 
for which we had not much lets fears 
than fer the fort, fortunately received 
no damage, being defended by the 
fences of turf thrown round them.” 
Mr, Penrofe next proceeds te relate 
his obfervations on the weather, which 
he defcribes as very irregular; and to 
deliver his opinion of the whale fihhery 
there, which fome merchants from A- 
merica have already begun. He cone 
cludes with deferibing the anxiety of 
the whole company at the difappoint- 
ment they were apprehenfive of by the 
jate arrival of the ftore-thip they ex. 
pected to bring them a fupply of bread 
and other provifions ; and with ex 
preffing their joy when the orders were 
communicated to them to evacuate the 
ifland, and to return to England, 
** Our joy, fays he, on this occafion, 
mutt not be condemned ; for the moft 
ftreuyous advocate for paffive obedience 
mul 
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muft allow, that, though our fenfe of 
fubordination reconciled us to an ap- 
pointment fo remote, and fo unfavgur- 
able, and foy a while kept down. the 
thoughts of home, yet, the term of our 
ftaticn béing thus unexpectedly flier:- 
ened, thele thoughts recurred with re- 
doubled force, and our exgernefs to Fe- 
vifit our native country increafed éyety 
day in proportion as that event grew 
lefs and lefs diftant.”

Account of the PROCEEDINGS of 
the AMERICAN COLONISTS, fince 
the pafing the Botton Port-Bill 
Continued from p.« 43> 

ART of a letter from Gov. Went- 
worth to Gen. Gage, dated New- 

Hampthire, Dec. 16. ‘ On Wednefday 
faft an infurrettion fuddenly took place in 
this town, and immediately proceeded to 
his Majefty’s caftle, attacked, overpower- 
ed, wottided’ and: confined the Captain, 
avd thence took away ail the King’s pow- 
der. Yefterday numbers more affembled, 
and laft night brought off many car~ 
non, and about 60 mufkets This day 
the town is fall of armed men, wlio re- 
fulé to difperfe, but appear determined to 
complete the diftwautling of thé fortrefs 
entirely. 

Capt. Cochran, who commanded the 
above fort, fays, im his letter to General 
Gage, dated Dec. 14, ** This day, at one 
é'clock; £ was infotmed there were a 
sfuinber of people coming’ to take poflef- 
fion’ of the fort: upon which, having on- 
ly five éffeétive men’ with me, I prepared 
to make the beft deféncé Pf could, and 
pointed fome guris to thofe places where I 
expetted they would enter. About three 
o'clock the fort was befet'on all fides by 
upwards of goo men,” Ftold them at their 
peril to enter; they replied they would. 
I imimédiately ‘orderéd ‘three 4-pounders 
to be fired on them, and then the fmall 
arms ; atid before we could he ready to 
fire again, we were ftormed on all quar- 
ters, and they immediatcly fécured both 
te arid my men, aud kept us prifoners 
about an hour and an half; during which 
time they broke open the powder-houfe, 
and took all'the powder away, except one 
barrel; and having put it in boats, and 
fent it off, they releafed me from my con- 
figement.” 

A létter from Salem, dated Dec. 20, 
applauds this gallant action, and it is with 
pleafure, fays the writer, rhat we can add, 
that the colony of Conneéticut merits our 
Kighelt regard, for their dffidaity in dif- 
ciplining their.miliria, which confifts of 
3b regiments. : 

Reports were’ curtent at Newport, in 
Rhdde-[fland, on’ thez6th of December, 
that the troops'at Bofton were very fickty ;

Urnbull’s and Latiiner’s inftrumert 
for taking the diftance of the moon 
from the fun’ was tried and proved upoh 
Gatefhéad Fell, near Newéaitle, by Mf. 
William Hope, dn experienced marinet, 
who declaréd, that by means of that in- 
ftrument at fea, the longitude might be 
determined with the greate(t exactuefs. 
January 26. 

This day Bamber Gafcoigne, E{q; 
moved, that the Speaker’s chaplain fhoutd 
preach the 30th of January fermon be- 
fore the Houfe, when it was obferved, 
that the preaching before the Houfe on 
that day, was not only a mockery of re- 
ligion, But a direét attack upon the Revo-

We havetaken them into our 
mot ferious confideration; and we find, 
that a part of your Majelty’s fubjects, in 
the province of the Maflachufletts-Bay, 
‘have proceeded fo far as ‘to refilt the au- 
thority of the fupreme legiflature, that a 
rebellion at this time actua'ly exifts within 
the faid provinces and we'fee, with the 
utmott concern, that they have been coun- 
tenancedaand encouraged by unlawful 
combinatiens end engagements, entered 
into-by your Majefty's fubjeéts in feveral 
of the other Colonies, to the injury and 
oppreffion of many of their innocent fel- 
low fubjeéts, relident within the kingdom 
of Great Britain, and the reft of your Ma- 
jefty’s dominions. This conduét, on their 
part, appears to us the more inexcufeable, 
when we conficer with how much temper 
ae Majefty,; and the two Houfes of Par- 

iament, have atted in fupport of the laws 
and conftitution of Great Britain. We 
can never fo far defert the truft repofed in 
ws, as to rclinqvith: any part of the fove- 


reign authority over all your Majetty’s . 


dominions, which, by law. is vetted in 
your Majefty, andthe two Houfes of Par- 
iament ; and the condué of many per- 
fons in feveral of the Colonies, during the 
Jate difturbances, is alone fufficient to con- 
vince us ‘how neceflary this power is for 
the protection of the lives and fortunes of 
all vour Majefty’s fubjeés, 

*© We ever have been, and always hall 
be, ready to pay attention and regard to 
any real grisvances of any of your Ma- 
jefty’s fubjeéts, which fhall in a dutiful 
and conftitutional manner be laid before 
us; and whenever any of the colonies 
fhall make a proper application to us, we 
fhail he ready to afford them every jut 
and reaforiable indulgence: at the fame 
time we conitider it as our indifpenfable 
duty, humbly to befeech your Majefty, 
thet you will take the moft effeétual mea- 
fpres to enforce due obedience to the laws 
end authority of the fopreme apes: 
and we bee leave, in the: mott folemn 
manner, to affure your Majefty, that it 
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-is our fixed refolution, at the hazard of 


our lives and properties. to-ftand hy your 
Majefty againft ali rebellions attempts, 
in the maintenance of the juft rights of 
your Majefty, and the two Hovfes of 
Parliament,” 

Friday ro. 

Lord North detivered to the Howfe of 
Commons the following mefiage figned 
‘by his Majefty. ; 

** GEORGE R, 

** His Majelty beiag determined, in 
sonfequence of the addrefs of both Houfes 
of Parliament, to take the moft fpeedy 
and efféftua] meafures:for fupporting the 
jut rights of his Crown and the two 
Houfes of Parliament, thinks proper to 
acquaint .this Houfe, that fome addition 
to his forces by fea and land will he ne- 
ceflary for that purpofe; and doubts not 
but his. faithful Commons, on whofe 
zeal and .affe€tion ‘he entirely relies, will 
enable him to make fuch augmentation 
to his forces.as the prefent occafion fhall 
be thought to requize. G.R." 

In confequence of the above Meffage, 
the whole Houf went into a committee, 
when Lord Nosth moved for the fol- 
lowing augmentation of the navy: 

*¢ That 20ce additional feamen -he ems 
ployed, incinding 490 marines, for 1775. 

‘© "Phat a1 .per man per month be al- 
lowed for the faid men: 

*€ That 103,3261. be granted for the 
charge of reduced officers of marines and 
land forces.” : 

On the queftion being put, it pafled in 
the affirmative, without a divifion, 

Menday 13. 

A court of common-council was held 
at Guildhall, when the Town Clerk ac- 
quainted the court that he had waited on 
Lord Chatham, at Hayes, agreeable to 
their order of the roth, with the foblow- 
ing refolutian ; 

** Refolved, That the thanks of this 
court be given to theRight Hon. the Earl 
of Chatham, for having offered to the 
Honfe of Lords a -plan for conciliating 
the differences which unfortunately fubhtt 
between the mother country and the co- 
lonies; alfo to ail thofe noblemen who 
fupported the fame.” 

His Lordthip was pleafed to return the 
following anfwer, uhich was ordered to 
be entered on the city book : 

** Lovd Chatham defires the favour of 
Mr Towa Clevk to offer to my Lord 
Mayor, the Aldermen and Commons, in 
Common Council affembled, his moft re- 

fpc€ful and grateful acknowledgements 
for the figna! honour they have been 
pleafed to confer on the mere difcharge 
of his duty, ina moment of inpending 
calamity. Under deep pollier semn of 


former marks of favourable conftruétion 
of his eonduét during the evil hour of a 
angerous forcign war, he now déems 

Ba ar himfelf 
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himfelf too fortunate to find his efforts 
for preventing the rpin and horrors.of a 
civil war, approved, honoured, and 
ftrengthened by the great corporate body 
of the kingdom.” 

At the faid court the following refo- 
lutions were come to: 

Refolved, That the prefent. fituation 
of our public affairs, in confequence of 
the fevere proceedings againft the Ameri- 
can colonies, is fo'exceedingly alarming, 
that it. is the duty. of this court to ufe 
every poffible endeavour to prevent all 
further oppreffion, and to obtain relief 

‘to fo numerous.and valuable a part of qur 
fellow fubjects, ) 

Refolved, That, as.a bill is propofed to 
he brought into parliament to prohibit 
the New England fifhery, which, if com- 
plied with, may materially injure the 

‘commercial interefts of this city, and of 
the kingdom in general, the Lord Mayor 
be requelted by this court to convene the 
fame, to confider whether it may pot be 
the duty of this court to petition Par- 
liament againtt the faid propofed bill, 
the principles-of which, fo far as they 
have hitherto been declared, appearing to 
be repvgnant both to juftice and the true 
inrereit of the Britifh Empire. 

Wednefday 15. 

In confequence of hisMajefty’s meflage, 
Lord Barrington moved, ‘* That 4383 
men be employed as an augmentation to 
the land forces. 

“ That 67,7061, be granted for the 
charge of the faid men.’’ Which were 
agreed to, 

‘This morning William Morley, for 
robbing John Head on the highway near 
Ponders End; Thomas Free and John 
Brown, for robbing Peter Brown, near 
the ‘New-River Head, in the Sp: Field; 
and Edward Batsford, for robbing Tbo- 
mas Roberts onthe highway near the 
end of Argyle Buildings, were executed 
at Tyburn, purfuant to their fentences, 

The captain of a veffel jnft arrived in 
the River fays, that in the night of the 
Sth intt, he fell in with a large thip (fup- 
pofed to be French)-in the Britifh chan- 
nel, which was on fire; the flames) were 
fo very rapid, that fhe blew up in about 
twenty minutes, and every perfon on 
board perithed.

The reafons given by Lord North for 
its introdu@tion were, that, as the Ame- 
ricans had refufed to trade with this king- 
dom, it was but juft, that we fhould re- 
ftrain them from trading with any other 
nation “Itis now very much doubted 
whether this bill will be fulfered to pafs. 

: Monday 20. 

Lord North moved, that the addrefs 
which the Houfe of Commons lately pre- 
fented tothe king, fhould be reads which 
being done, he commented on the paf- 
fage which promises that the Houfe.was 
ready to confider and embrace any pro- 
potabs, if any one thonld be made, to re- 
concile the unhappy differences with 
America; obferved that thele expreffions 
were general ; thought it very proper to 
give them fome explanation; and had 
ome propofitions to make, which wonld 
amount to a precife definition of them ; 
he then moved, ‘* That it is the opinion 
of this committee [the Houje was in 
committee], that, when the governor, 
council, and aflembly, or general court, 
of his majeity’s provinces, or coloni¢s, 
fhall propofe to make provifion, accord. 
ing to their refpedctiye conditions, cir. 
cumftances, and fituations, for con. 
tributing their proportion to the com- 
mon defence (fuch proportion to be 
raifed under the authorities of the ge- 
neral court, or nag afembly, of fuch 
province, or colony, and difpofable by 
Parliament) and_ hall engage to make 
provifion alfo, for the fupport of the 
civil government, and the adminiftration 
of juftice in fuch province or colony, it 
will be proper, if fuch propofal fhould 
be approved by his majefty in Parliament, 
and for fo long as fy¢h provifion thall 
be made accordingly, to forbear, in re- 
fpect of fuch province or colony, to levy 
any duties, tax, or afleffment; or to im- 
pofe any further duty, tax, or affe{i- 
ment; except only fuch duties, as it 
may be expedient to .impofé for the 
regulation of the commerce, the nett 
apiar of the duties laft mentioned to

Mr. Serjeant Glynn 
ficonded the motion, and a warm debate 
enfued; but, the queftion being put a 
little after twelve at night, the Houfe di- 
vided, for the motion 171, againft it 239.
